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PREFACE. 


The  objedt  of  the  following  Dissertation,  being 
one  of  thegreateft,  and  moft  defirable  benefits  that  can 
be  difpenfed  to  mankind,  namely,  the  promulgation 
of  the  difco.very,  and  the  diffufion  of  a knowledge  of  the 
on\yJimple,fafet  and  certain  remedy  foT  every  difeafe, 
however  inveterate,  difficult,  or  defperate,  incident  to 
human  nature,  neceffiarily  becomes  interefting,  in  the 
higheft  degree  to  every  family,  every  public  fociety, 
to  the  whole  human  mce,  collectively  and  individually. 
Under  confiderations  fo  weighty,  fo  extenfive,  fo  fa* 
cred,  it  were,  furely,  not  juft  longer  to  withhold  fuch 
a precious  gift  from  the  light ; and  I {hould,  therefore, 
feel  rnyfelf  to  be  finning  againft  my  fellow-creatures, 
did  I further  delay  this  publication.  For,  although  the 
Right  Honorable  President  of  the  Royal  SociETTi 
to  whom  an  epitome  of  it  in  manufcript  was  delivered 
by  a perfon  of  the  firft  diftindtion  in  the  ftate,  may  have 
declined  to  lay  it  before  that  aifembly ; fuch  a refufal, 
is  furely  no  competent  motive  for  defrauding  the  pub- 
lic of  its  contents  : or  if  the  refpedtable  Prefident  of  the 
Medical  Society,  into  whofe  hands  I had  myfelf  the 
pleafure  of  putting  a fuccindt  memorandum,  on  the 
fame  fubjedt ; though  treating  chiefly  of  thofe  acute 
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diforders,  which  generally  terminate  in  death,  did  ncft 
think  proper,  notwithftanding  the  polite  and  obliging 
manner  in  which  he  received  it,  to  prefent  that  me- 
morandum to  the  fociety,  or  to  obtain  the  permiffion 
which  was  therein  foliciteci,  for  the  public  performance 
of  experiments,  although  a private  performance  was  in 
reality  confenfed  to  ; even  this  double  repn'fe,  from 
two  fuch  enlightened  bodies,  only  encreafesthe  urgency 
of  the  demand  on  me,  that  the  public  at  large  fhould 
be  immediately  made  acquainted  with  thofe  very  fadts  ; 
and  know,  that  nothing,  which  has  depended  on  my 
exertions,  has  been  wanting  to  enable  mankind  to  reap 
the  fruits  of  my  labors  ; and  to  prevent,  as  far  as  poffi- 
ble*  private  intereft  and  partial  views,  from  depriving 
the  world  of  the  ineftimable  advantages,  which  fo  mani- 
feftly  refult  from  fuch  an  extraordinary  difcovery.

Taught,  however,  in  the  fc'hool  of  contention, 
again  ft  the  leagued  confederacies  of  felf-intereji , and 
incredulity , I am  well  aware  of  the  arduous  and  diffi- 
cult  talk  which  I undertake,  in  endeavoring  to  gain 
credit  to  great  andufeful  innovation  ; and  to  force,  as 
it  were,  into  univerfal  practice,  a remedy  altogether 
Unknown*  pofteffing  inconceivable  properties  and  effi- 
cacy, and  hold  myfelf  thoroughly  prepared  to 'combat 
pppofition  accordingly. 

For  although  truth,  corroborated  and  fupported  by  in- 
controvertible fadts,  as  is  every  thing  which  I affirm, 
relative  to  the  properties  and  qualities  of  phlogistic 
earth,  ought , it  might  be  expedied,  to  lilence  at  once 
all  cohtradidtion,  and  fweep  away  every  particle  of 
doubt  before  it,  that,  alas!  is  far  from  being  the  cafe  ; 
the  learned,  more  particularly  bound  to  fet  the  example 
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of  docility,  aucl  prove  themfelves  the  patrons  of  laur 
viable  refearch  and  inveftigation,  for  the  difcovery  of 
what  yet  remains  in  the  hidden  ways  of  nature  to  be 
difclofed,  are  frequently  the  moft  obftinate,  in  wilfully 
fhutting  their  eyes  againft  the  light.  Efpecially  when 
the  etf’edl  of  that  light,  is  thought  in  many  refpeits,  to 
call;  an  unwelcome  glare  on  their  own  pride,  prejudices, 
or  felf-intereft,  when  it  may  tend  to  difpel  the  delu- 
five  charms  of  fcholaftic  fophiftry,  and  pedantic  prac- 
tice, and  render,  in  a great  meafure,  illufory  the  fruits 
of  Rudies  and  labor,  bellowed  from  infancy  to  age,  in 
the  hacknied  courfe  of  academic  fcience.  This  terrify- 
ing conception  of  real  difcovery,  with  the  confequent 
perfuaiion,  that  fubfpription  to  the  new  tenets  mull 
involve  the  indifpenfible  ren  unciation  of  all  the  ideas 
and  notions  generally  received  and  fanilioned  by  time, 
and  of  feeing  every  principle  and  foundation  of  their 
own  fuppofed  exclufive  knowledge,  in  a moment 
demolilhed,  are,  what  unqueltionably  render  many 
of  the  learned  — efpecially  of  the  profeflional  learned- 
enemies,  and  powerful  antagonifts,  againft  every 
thing  to  which  the  name  of  innovation  can  in  any 

way  be  applied. What  fierce  opponents  mull  not 

therefore  the  man  prepare  to  encounter,  who  like  my- 
felf  has — not  with  dogmatic  fyftems — not  with  vilionary 
opinion,  and  -vaii)  theories  ; but,  with  incontrovertible 
fails,  and  ailual  experiments,  overturned  the  whole 
edifice  of  therapeutic  and  pharmaceutic  medicine  ?— — 
What  deadly  foes  muft  he  not  expeit  to  meet  from 
the  alarmed  phalanx  of  phyficians,  who,  to  a man,  as  is 
proverbially  notorious,  are  ever,  in  profeftional  contra- 
verfy,  proud,  imperious,  and  implacable  ? 
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All  this,  and  more  than  this,  1 am  fully  prepared  to 
meet  face  to  face,  and  to  combat  in  the  caufe  of  truth. 

Hence , to  begin  with  guarding  fo  far  as  that  maybe 
practicable,  againft  the  -eifeCts  of  inveterate  prejudices, 
and  the  rooted  prepoffeffions,  of  fcientific  eftablifh- 
ments,  I here  offer  the  entity  of  a fixed,  phlogiflic  -ve- 
getable fubjiance,  poffeffmg  peculiar  phylical,  chymical 
and  medicinal  qualities  and  virtues,  indeftru&ible  and 
unalterable,  by  the  moft  violent  adtion  of  fire,  which, 

as  is  well  known with  the  exception  almoft  only  of 

gold alters,  confum.es,  and  deftroys  or  difperfes  every 

fubftance  ijj,  nature. 

1 alfo  here  offer  to  treat  and  cure  publicly,  fuch  and 
fuch  particular  external  maladies,  by  the  internal  appli- 
cation  of  this  phlogijlic  fubjiance , without  applying  it 
externally  to  the  parts  affetfted  : to  cure  with  the  fame 
fubftance,  and  in  the  fhorteft  fpace  of  time,  inflamma- 
tions of  every defcription,  without  letting  blood:  and 
every  kind  of  chronic  diforders,  be  they  from  the  diver- 
iity  of  their  refpeftive  caufes,  ever  fo  oppofite  or 
diffimilar  in  their  natures. 

I have  already  propofed,  and  do  now  here  propofe, 
to  diminifh  and  extinguifh  by  the  application  of  the 
fame  fubftance,  all  motion  and  effedf  that  is  contrary 
to  a ftate  of  found  health  in  the  human  body  : i.  e. 
to  operate  on  all  the  excretions,  and  fecretions,  ge- 
neral, and  particular ; and  in  the  fame  manner  to 
awaken  and  promote  the  a&ions  of  thofe  excretions, 
and  fecretions,  where,  and  when  the  ftate  of  the  ma, 
lady  may  require  it. 
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I have  already  propofed,  and  do  now  here  propofe, 
to  produce  with  the  fame  fubftance,  fimilar  and  con- 
trary effects:-- as  for  example,  to  re-produce,  pro- 
mote, and  increafe  vital  motion,  and  to  check, 
diminilh,  and  ftill  it ; and  in  the  fame  manner  to 
calm,  affuage,  and  remove  heat,  pain,  reftleffnefs, 
cough,  8cc.  with  other,  fymptoms,  the  ufual  conco- 
mitants of  the  divers  maladies  here  alluded  to.  All 
effects,  unknown  and  unheard  of  hitherto  in  medicine  ; 
as  will  be  fully  fhown  in  the  following  differtation. 
And  having  thus  endeavored  to  reduce  a fubjetft  hi- 
therto deemed  paradoxical,  or  impoftible  in  medicine, 
to  incontrovertible  proof,  and  matter  of  fatft,  and 
offered  to  confign  the  fubftance  itfelf  to  the  hands  of 
competent  profeffors,  in  order  to  its  paffing  the  ordeal 
of  a chymical  analyfis  which  is  the  non  plus  ultra. 
of  every  trial  and  evidence,  that  can  be  offered  to  the 
.profefliona!  enquirer,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  fubmit 
to  the  public  the  fame  proofs  and  experiments  which 
were  offered  to  be  made  under  the  infpedtion  of  the 
two  illuftrious  focieties. 

To  thofe  however  who,  moved  by  the  fpirit  of  ob- 
ftinacy  and  contradi&ion,  are  determined  againft  all 
proof  to  rejeft  or  attempt  to  deny  this  invaluable 
difcovery,  I addrefs  myfelf  particularly,  and  call  on 
them  to  ftand  forth  and  do  their  utmoft  ; they  fhall 
find  me  ever  ready,  and  even  folicitous  to  fatisfy  the 
moft  fcrupulous  and  minute  enquiry,  exclaiming 

Define novitate  exterricus  ipfa 

Expuere  ex  anirao  rationem:  fed  magis  acri 
Judicio  perpende,  et  fi  tibi  vera  videtur, 

Dede  manus,  aut  fi  falfaeft,  accingere  contra.

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The  primary  and  elfential  obje£l  cf  all  medical 
fcience  being  the  fafe  and  certain  cure  of  thofe  ma* 
ladies,  to  which,  by  our  nature  we  are  expofed,  it  is 
furely  the  positive  and  indifpenfable  duty  of  every 
confcientious  phyfician  to  labor  for  the  attainment  of 
that  objedt,  by  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  pro- 
perties and  virtues  of  all  remedies,  that  may  be  dif- 
covered,  and  recommended  by  unqueftionable  fails 
and  experiments  : and  having  here  fo  fully  declared 
and  explained  what  is  the  individual  and  peculiar  na- 
ture of  phlogijiic  earthy  and  defcribed  its  chymical, 
phyfical,  and  medicinal  qualities,  in  fuch  a manner, 
as  that  they  may  be  with  the  greateft  facility  afcer- 
tained  and  known  by  every  one  ; it  were  furely  to 
be  hoped,  that  every'  phyfician,  into  whofe  hands  thi? 
fin  all  publication  may  fall,  and  who,  confequently, 
will  thereby  become  fully  acquainted  with  the  me- 
thod of  applying  the  remedy^,  will  feel  the  indifpen.^ 
lible  obligation  of  prefcribing  it ; at  leaft,  in  all  thofe 
cafes  of  doubt,  imminent  danger,  or  what  is  deemed 
impoflible  cure,  and  wherein  all  other  known  reme- 
dies or  pretended  fpecihcs  are  unanimoufly  acknow- 
ledged to  be  inadequate,  either  to  the  removal  of  the 
complaint,  or  the  relief  of  the  patient : and  this,  as 
well  for  the  phylicians’  own  credit,  and  reputation, 
as  for  that  of  the  fcience  which  he  profeffes.  And  the  pa- 
tients who  require  nothing  more  from  the  faculty  than 
the  re-eftablifhment  of  health,  be  that  effedled  by  the 
operation  of  a known  and  reputed  remedy,  or  the 
happy  refult  of  the  timely  application  of  one,  till 
then,  unknown  to  them,  will  hold  themfelves  equally 
obliged  to  the  phyfician  who  lias  prefcribed  the  healing 
{peeific,  and  feel  themfelves  bound  to  blefs  both  that, 
and  him,  to  the  end  of  their  lives. 
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Rat  were  it  pofuble  for  phytieians,  impelled  by  an 
bftentatious  pretention  to  the  exclufive  knowledge  of 
the  means  of  cure,  and  by  obltinate  oppoiition  to  one 
onlj  faithful  and  fedulous  invefrigatorofthe  mod  recon- 
dite and  fecret  operations  of  nature  and  art,  to  deprive 
their  patients  of  the  inellimable  advantages  of  fo  precious 
and  ufeful  a difeovery,  a conduft  fo  cruel  would  be  molt 
aifuredly  a heinous  dereli&ion  from  the  real  duties  of 
fo  noble  a protcllion,  and  a juft  caufe  of  fevere  ani- 
madverfion  and  reproach,  not  only  on  a profeffor  of 
phytic,  but  on  any  man  who  lavs  claim  to  the  repu- 
tation of  poifetling  the  common  feelings  of  humanity, 

Notwithftanding,  that  the  general  and  particular 
properties  of  the  phlogijiic  fubftance  in  queftion,  are 
enumerated  and  explained  in  the  following  differta- 
tion,  it  will  not  be  fuperduous  to  flate  here  compen- 
dioutly  the  mode  and  manner  of  its  application  for 
the  treatment  and  cure  of  all  chronic  or  acute  difeafes, 
and  of  the  cancers 

In  order  to  render  complete  afterwards  the  fecond 
part  of  this  treatife,  I propofe  to  add  the  principal 
cafes  of  extraordinary  cures  performed  by  me  in 

London,  but  for  want  of  leifure  this  cannot  take  place 
for  fome  time  to  come.

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D I SSERTATION 

ON  THE 

Phlogistic  fixed  Earth. 

AS  PRESENTED  TO  THE  ROYAL  SOCIETY 


i.TF  the  prefervation  of  life  and  health  be  one 
-*-  of  the  greateft  and  molt  eltimable  bleffings 
attainable  on  earth  ; and,  if  the  difcovery  and 
inveltigation  of  the  means  of  that  attainment, 
have,  in  every  age  and  country,  claimed  the 
attention,  and  exercifed  the  labours  of  men,  in 
all  the  various  claffes  and  conditions  of  fociety. 
It  becomes  necelfarily  a primary  obje6t  of  every 
human  inllitution,  and  confequently  of  every 
fcientific  and  literary  eftablifhment,  to  intereft 
itfelf  with  folicitude,  in  the  difcovery  and  inti- 
mate knowledge  of  thofe  means  ; more  efpecially 
when  they  are  of  the  moll  ufeful  and  efficacious 
kinds,  eltabliffied  by  unqueftionable  proof,  de- 
rived from  actual  experiments.

2.  Doctor  Della  Lena,  the  difcoverer  and 
inventor  of  the  aftive  principle  x which,  by  a cer- 
tain  peculiar  chymical  procefs,  he  extrafts  from 
the  three  kingdoms  of  nature,  and  which  he, 
without  contending  about  names,  denominates 
» volatile  phlogijlon , when  in  a volatile  Hate  ; and 
fixed  phlogijlon , when  in  a fixed  Hate,  as  it  fre- 
quently is  under  various  forms,  efpecially  the 
vegetable  and  mineral,  applicable  to  the  pur- 
poses of  medicine,  in  the  cure  of  inveterate,  and 
hitherto,  fo  far  as  the  whole  known  materia  mc- 
dica  extends,  incurable  difeafes,  feels  it  a duty 
incumbent  on  him  (while  in  London)  to  addrefs 
himfelf  to  the  Royal  Society,  with  the  offer  to 
prove,  incontrovertibly  by  the  evidence  of  fadls, 
and  the  experiments  which  he  pledges  himfelf  to 
perform,  the  extreme  confequence,  and  great 
utility  of  his  chymical  difcoveries. 

3.  Under  the  denomination  of  what  he  terms 
the  aftive  principle , are  comprized  mineral  phlo- 
gijlic  fixed  earth,  as  well  as  the  fixed  phlogifiic 
•vegetable  earth,  which  is  here  particularly  alluded 
to,  as  endowed  with  thofe  extraordinary  pro- 
perties and  fpecific  virtues,  for  the  radical  cure 
of  all  difeafes,  acute, or  chronic,  internal  or  ex- 
ternal, though  of  the  moH  inveterate  and  hi- 
therto deemed  incurable  kinds;  excepting, 
however,  the  cafes  of  very  ferious  organic  dil- 
folutions,  which,  it  is  needlefs  to  obferve,  can 
only  be  treated  with  palliatives. 


4-  The  properties  of  fhlogijlic  fixed  vegetable 
ttarth,  hitherto  unknown  inphyfic  or  chymiftry 
are,  1 ft.  that  if  calcined  in  an  open  or  reverbera- 
ting furnace,  it  can  never  be  reduced  to  real  allies, 
nor  ever  lofe  its  light  j^ellowifh  color,  which  it 
even  prefer ves  in  a higher  degree  when  fo  cal- 
cined in  a covered  crucible,  into  which  the  air  is 
admitted,  than  when  calcined  in  an  open  cruci- 
ble, where  it  becomes  of  rather  a fainter  yellow, 
verging  towards  a grey. — 2nd.  If  lixiviated  or 
boiled  for  any  time  that  may  be  thought  proper, 
with  dillilled  rain  water,  it  can  never  be  con- 
verted intoalcaline  fait,  a property  diftin6l  from 
all  other  earths  and  afhes,  nor  can  any  alcaline 
fubftance  be  extrafted  from  the  water,  either 
by  evaporation,  or  diftillation. — 3d.  If  expofed 
to  a degree  of  heat,  equal  to  vitrification,  it  will 
never  vitrify,  as  all  vegetable  afhes  muft  do.-1- 
4th.  When  reduced  to  its  natural  fixed  ftate* 
after  having  undergone  the  violent  a6tion  of  the 
fire,  it  retains  all  its  vifcid,  faponaceous,  and 
glutinous  properties  entire,  be  it  wafhed  or 
boiled  ever  fo  much  ; or  even  if  expofed  again 
to  the  action  of  the  moll  violent  heat ; it  will 
adhere  eafily  to  the  fmootheft  and  moll  flippery 
furfaces  of  glafs  or  porcelain. — 5th.  It  does  not 
mix  either  with  water,  oil,  or  the  higheft  rec- 
tified fpirit.  It  never  lofes  any  of  its  individual 
phyfical  properties,  nor  any  of  its  medicinal 
virtues  by  the  a£tion  of  the  moft  violent  fire, 
from  which  it  invariably  comes  fixed  and  unal- 


tered.  It  may  be  kept,  as  has  been  frequently 
done,  forty,  fifty,  or  more  days,  at  a reverbe- 
rating fire,  in  a vitrifying  furnace,  without  the 
leal!  fign  of  mutability,  or  of  the  lofs  of  its 
medicinal  virtues,  for  the  purpofes  of  eitjie1' 
internal  or  external  life.  This  fixed  fhlogijiic 

earth  is  juft  I y charafterifed  by  its  2d,  3d, 

4th,  and  6th,  properties  ; and  it  is  hitherto 
unknown  by  the  chymifis,  who,  led  aftray  by 
the  efFefts  of  fallacious  and  infufficient  experi- 
ments, have  fallen  into  the  error,  of  denying 
altogether  the  exiftence  of  fixed  phlogijton. — 
6th.  If  the  earth  be  kept  under  the  action  of  the 
focus  of  a buming-glafs,  as  it  has  been  of  one 
twelve  inches  in  diameter,  it  melts  completely, 
and  is  converted  into  a vitrified  mafs,  of  atranf- 
parent  yellow*  with  a furface  of  a blackifhhue. 
7th.  Being  afterwards  pulverized  very  fine  in  a 
porphyry  mortar,  it  recovers  its  yellowifh  color  ; 
and,  what  is  very  extraordinary,  is  found  to 
have  loft  none  of  its  qualities  alluded  to  Nos.  2, 
4,  5,  and  6.  This  experiment  was  performed 
in  London.  ( a ) 

5.  Although  the  analyfis  of  the  fubftances 
of  bodies  is  nearly  ufelefs  with  refpeft  to  phy- 
fic,  and  Solely  an  object  of  curiofity,  fince  the 
refpe£live  virtues  of  remedies  are  difcoverable 
only  by  the  effects,  refulting  from  their  applica- 
tion and  ufe  in  the  diforders  which  affli£t  man- 
kind; yet  Doctor  Della  Lewa  wifties  to  fubmit 


his  earth  to  a public  analylis,  under  the  direction 
and  fuperintendance  ot  the  Royal  Society*  in 
order  to  the  removal  of  all  doubt  from  the  minds 
of  pertons,  refpe£ting  the  individual,  phyfical, 
and  chymical  properties,  hitherto  unknown  in 
any  other  remedy  or  fubftance,  which  ever  has 
been  or  is  employed  in  medicine  or  furgery,  as 
alluded  to  in  N°.  4.  The  earth  extra&ed  from 
the  mineral  kingdom,  and  radically  decom- 
pofed  without  corrofive  acid,  or  alcaline  men- 
firuuma,  being  reduced  to  a vegetable  nature, 
and  no  longer  mineral,  has,  with  very  little 
exception,  the  fame  phyfical,  chymical,  and 
medical  properties  and  virtues,  as  the  real 
vegetable  phlogiflic  earth . 

6.  The  man  who  prefents  himfelf,with  the  offer 
to  convince  by  actual  experiment,  an  affembly 
of  perfons,  verfed  in  every  branch  of  knowledge 
and  fcience,  may  well  difpenfe  with  the  endea- 
vour to  perfuade  by  verbal  difcuffion,  and 
quietly  reft  his  expectations  on  the  evidence  of 
the  faCt,  that  being,  as  Bacon  has  it  “ the  de - 
“ monftration  of  demonfi  rat  ions And  might  fay 
himfelf,  “ quid  verbis  agamdum  faff  a video  ? ” yet, 
as  men,  efpecially  the  learned,  require  that 
even  faCts  fhould  be  corroborated  by  the  powers 
of  ratiocination  and  argument,  DoCtor  Della 
Lena  thinks  it  advifeable  to  defcribe,  and  ex- 
plain briefly  here  how  fixed  phlogiflon , or  fixed 


phlogiflic  earth  operates  when  applied,  in  any 
form  whatever  to  the  human,  or  an}r  other  living 
animal  body:'  a more  dilated  or  circumftantial 
defcription,  not  being  admiffible  in  this  place  [b)

I.  Fixed plil ogijl on  or  fixed  phlogijlic  earth,  ex- 
tracted from  the  mineral  or  vegetable  kingdom, 
when  reduced  to  the  natural  ftate  peculiar  to 
its  efience,  containing  the  properties  enume- 
rated in  Nos  • 1,  2,  3,  4,  5 and  6,  hitherto  un- 
known, and  generally  denied  by  the  chymifts, 
if  applied  either  externally  or  internally  to 
animal  bodies,  promotes,  by  its  inherent  and 
fpecific  virtue  in  all  the  parts  endowed  with 
fenfibility  and  motion  : i.e.  in  every. feries  and 
order  of  fibres  and  veftels,  their  refpeCtive  na- 
tural and  vital  ftrengtln  This  fa£t  is  incontro- 
vertible. 

II.  Fixed  phlogifton , promoting  the  natural 
inherent  vital  ftrength  by  its  own  fpecific  inhe- 
rent virtue,  with  a conftant  irrefiftible  effeCt, 
always  a<5ls,  and  operates  on  all  living  bo- 
dies, generally  and  particularly  ',  on  the  whole, 
and  on  the  parts,  i.  e.  on  the  whole,  exclufively 
of  the  parts,  and  on  the  parts  exclufively  of 
the  whole. 

III.  Fixed  phlogifton , in  all  difeafes  hitherto 
deemed  curable  or  incurable,  promoting  the 
natural  vital  ftrength  or  aaivity , by  its  inherent 
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irrefiftible  eft'e£loii  the  .whole.,  of  on  the  parts, 
as  in  Nu.  11.  checks,  moderates,  or  even  ex- 
tinguifhes  the  vital  activity  where  it  is  railed 
to  a violent  degree,  and  where  enfeebled  or 
extinct,  revives  and  excites  it  : wherefore  the 
phkgifton,  by  one  operation,  produces  at  the 
fame  time  diftinft  natural  effe6ts  ; adapting  its 
falutary  aid  to  all  the  wants  ot  nature  : that  is, 
reinftating  her  by  its  foie  vital  operation,  in  a 
condition  to  refume,  and  exercife  all  her  general 
and  particular  functions,  with  equal  and  regular 
movements,  where  thefe  may  have  been  en- 
feebled, fufpended  or  deranged;  as  the  different 
organs  in  their  particular  (trufture  and  offices, 
and  the  various  difpolition  of  the  fluids,  and 
texture  of  the  folids  may  require  ; reftoring  the 
whole  to  its  prifiine  healthful  equilibrium. 

IV.  Phlogljlon,  by  promoting  the  inherent 
natural  vital  ftrength  in  the  fibres  and  vefTels, 
NQ.  I.  enables  nature  to  recover  the  exercife 
of  her  fun£tions,  N°.  111.  encreafesordiminilh.es 
motion,  in  the  whole  or  in  the  parts,  is  accom- 
modated always  to  her  wants,  and  aftifts  her 
to  re-eftablifh  the  loft  equilibrium — promoting, 
exciting,  checking,  or  diminifhing  the  particu- 
lar or  general  fecretions,  i.  e.  infenfible  perfpi- 
r.ation — fweat — urine — ftool — faliva,  &c.  where 
fhe  is  ina&ive  in  her  funftions,  the  neceflary 
confequence  of  every  difeafed  ftate. 
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V.  Phlogiflon,  by  its  a&ion,  when  applied 
to  any  living  animal  body,  efpecially  the  hu- 
man, is  a certain  univerfal  remedy,  without 
any  exception,  but  that oforganic  diffolutions, 
which  may  have  deranged  or  deftroyed  the 
fubftance  of  the  principal  or  vital  vifcera  : it 
alfo  removes  and  completely  extinguiflies  all 
moibific  effeMs,  as  cold , heat,  pain,  coughing , 
vomiting,  diarrhea , convulfions,  rejllefnefs,  - debility , 
dizzinejs , delirium , injomnia  or  or  at  clung , drove  fi- 
nefs,  and  every  other  fymptom  that  can  be  pro- 
duced from  any  caufe  or  infirmity  of  the  human 
body. 

VI.  Phlogiflon  is  a certain  univerfal  remedy 
(No.  V.)  adapted  by  its  inherent  virtue  to  the 
cure  of  all  difeafes,  external  or  internal,  acute 
or  chronic  ; but  efpecially  pleurifies,  peripneu- 
monies,  rheumatifm,  flying  gout,  confirmed 
gout,  nervous  fciatica,  flow  fever  of  every 
defcription,  the  mod  inveterate  quartan,  and 
tertian  agues — the  commencement  of  phthific— 
fomefymptomatiophthifics,  cachexies,  cacochy- 
mies,  chlorofis,  leneophlegmacies,  dropfy , gra- 
vel, venereal  aflfe&ionsin  all  their  fiages,fcurvy, 
melancholy,  palfy,  and  many  other  internal,  as 
well  as  external  difeafes,  the  enumeration  of 
which,  it  would  be  here  too  tedious  to  make.

cording to  the  laws  prefcribed  by  the  Creator,

For  the  whole  farrago  of 
known  medicines  to  a phyfieal certainty,  are  fal- 
lible and  inefficacious,  in  fo  much  as  they  are 
not  extracted  by  radical  decompofitions,  and 
are  hence  heterogeneous  and  can  ever  operate  on 
the  immediate  caufe  of  the  difeafe,  or  remove, 
diminifh,  or  increafe  activity  in  the  whole,  or 
in  the  parts,  either  generally  or  particularly 
(No.  III.  IV.)  to  afifuage  for  inftancc,  or  re- 
extinguifh,  or  promote,  as  nature  may  require, 
fweat,  infenfible  perfpiration,  flool,  cold,  heat, 
pain,  vomiting,  fever,  and  every  other  fymp- 
tom  of  ailment.  Nor  will  it  ever  be  in  the 
phyfician’s  power  to  cure  effectually  the  difeafe 
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>vhefe  nature  is  not  led  to  complete  the  opera- 
tion herfelf,  or  where  Hie  has  been  too  much 
debilitated  by  murderous  phlebotomy,  Simu- 
lants, purgatives,  & c.  and  rendered  feeble  in 
the  a&ion,  and  operations  of  life,  on  which 
every  cure  depends,  and  even  where  nature 
has  not  been  obflruCted,  a cure  cannot  be  ef- 
fected in  many  cafes,  without  the  increafe  of 
motion  or  a&i  vity,  in  the  fy  mptqms  of  the  difeafe. 
Nature  may  cure  in  intermitting  fevers,  that  are 
not  flow,  and  in  acute  difeafes;  but  neverin  chro- 
nic, where  the  vital  aCtion  and  the  motion  of  the 
fluids  and  folids,  being  in  a natural  flate  without 
fever  or  increafe  of  motion,  are  never  in  a flate 
fufceptible  of  cure.  And  hence  it  follows  that 
all  chronic  diforders  ofa  feriousand  feverecom- 
plexion,  are  always  incurable  from  the  opera- 
tions ot  nature  alone,  and  phytic  in  general  is 
found  to  bedefeftive,  fallacious,  and  uncertain. 

7*  Long  accuflomed  to  contend  with  the 
oppotition,  contradiction,  prejudice  and  obfti-

II.  To  apply  the  fame  remedy  externally 
for  the  refolution  and  cure  of  any  external  in- 
flammation, cold  edema, or  lymphatic  congellion 
in  any  part  of  the  body,  and  internally,  with- 
out any  external  application,  for  the  refolution 
and  cure  of  the  fame  difeafes. 
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Iff.  To  apply  the  fame  remedy  externally 
for  the  immediate  cure  of  a wound,  or  any 
kind  of  fore  in  the  always  very  irritable  mem- 
branous, mufcular,  or  tendinous  parts,  even 
if  in tlamed,  and  painful  to  an  extreme  degree  r 
to  employ  it  in  the  cure  of  any  frefh  or  old 
fore,  though  covered  with  thick,  and  vifeid 
matter  of  the  moft  degenerate  and  deleterious 
quality,  and  on  which  the  dronged  digeftives, 
and- the  efcharotics  have  been  found  of  little 
or  no  avail,  and  to  fhew  how  the  earth  will  im- 
mediately deterge  and  cleanfe  it  : and  vice 
verfa  to  alter  in  an  adonifhing  manner  from  a 
morbofe,  to  a found  hate,  and  finally  in  a 
convenient  time  to  a perfect  cicatrization, 
any  ulcer,  of  the  mod  inveterate  kind,  and  in 
its  extreme  ftage,by  the  inward  application  of 
the  remedy,  without  ufing  it  externally-  all 
which  will  take  place  in  the  mofi  fpeedy  man- 
ner, and  with  a vifible  and  fenfible  alteration 
for  the  better,  immediately  upon  each  appli- 
cation.

brought  to  a favorable  fuppuration  ; even  fhould 
the  mod  efficacious  fuppurants  known  in  fur- 
gery  have  been  adopted  without  fuccefs  : 
under  this  clafs,  are  comprehended  glandulous 
tumors  of  every  fpecies,  as  of  the  parotides, 
fcrophula,  inveterate  inguinal  tumors  ; fchirrous 
tumors  in  the  female  breaft  ; and  what  is  more 
extraordinary,  to  diffipate  and  cure  fome  of 
thefe  tumors,  even  when  they  have  arrived 
to  a fchirrous  hate  applied  inwardly , without 
any  external  application.

fuch  as  amputations,  &c.  fevere  and  deep 
wounds,  apoplexy,  catalepfy,  hemiplegia,  and 
all  malignant  difeafes  which  become  mortal 
through  the  want  of  crifis:  in  all  cafes  of  ex- 
treme pain,  the  powder  may  likewife  be  ne- 
ceflary  to  be  repeated. 

In  every  other  fpecies  of  medicine,  even  the 
moll  fimple,  the  adminiftration  of  a double, 
triple,  or  quadruple  dofe,  may  be  attended 
with  pernicious  and  dangerous  confequences  ; 
but  it  is  quite  otherwife  with  the  phlof&ftic  earthy 
which,  being  fimple  and  homogeneous,  accom- 
modates itfelf  dire&ly  to  all  the  wants  of  nature. 
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Where  it  is  necefiary  to  adminifier  it  more 
frequently,  or  to  increafe  the  dole  in  urgent 
cafes,  as  this  has  only  the  effe£t  of  accelerating 
the  cure,  or  recovering  the  patient  from  a 
hopelefs  fituation. 

We  could  here  enumerate  numberlefs  in- 
flances  of  patients  given  over,  and  gone  be- 
yond all  hope,  reftored  by  this  powerful  fpe* 
cific,  were  they  not  circumftantiated  for  the 
mofi:  pait  in  a work  already  publilhedon  this 
fame  fubjeft,  under  the  title  of  “ Chymical 
Dlfcovery , &c.” 

VII.  The  inflammatory  diforders  which 
this  earth  cuies,  with  aftonifhing  celerity,  are 
pleurifies,  flying  gout,  attended  with  acute 
fevei,  and  rheuinatifm:  it  fpeedily  removes 
all  dangerous  fymptoms  in  the  fmall-pox,  as 
well  as  in  pleurifies,  by  a,  quick  and  certain 
refolution.  Malignant  and  intermitting  fevers, 
which  lead  to  a fatal  conclulion,  through  the 
want  of  necefiary  crifis,  come  alfo  under  this 
defcription,  but  the  remedy  immediately  pro- 
duces this  crifis,  and  confequently  a cure. 

In  the  above,  and  other  acute  diforders, 
where  this  medicine  is  fo  efficacious,  it  is  not 
necefiary  to  employ  any  other  a&ive  remedy, 
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and  ail  ftimulants,  and  aromatics,  muft  be  care« 
fully  avoided. 

Hie  patient’s  beverage  in  the  above  cafes, 
and  under  the  application  of  this  earth , may 
beinfufions  or  teas  of  emollient  flowers,  pec** 
toral  herbs,  water-gruel  or  barley-water, 
iweetened  with  honey. 

Where  inflammations  of  the  bread  are  treated 
with  the  application  of  the  phlogijlic  earthy 
the  patient  may  drink  decoctions  of  the  herbs, 
denominated  pectorals,  to  which  may  be  added, 
the  fyrup  of  the  five  aperitive  roots,  or  that  of 
althea,  violet  leaves , male  veronica,  pelhtoryoj'  the 
•wall,  ground  ivy,  and  maiden  hair. 

On  thofe  days  when  the  dofe  of  earth  is  not 
taken,  the  oil  ot  fweet  almonds  or  linfeed  may 
be  given  in  the  quantity  of  three  ounces  and 
an  half,  which  will  at  the  fame  time  operate 
-as  a purgative.  And  in  general,  when  evacu- 
ation may  be  neceflary  in  the  treatment  of  the 
above  diforders,  thefe  oils  or  manna,  with  fome 
fyrup,  or  a clyfler  of  emollient  herbs,  broth, 
and  oil,  will  be  found  to  be  the  moll  favorable 
and  efficacious  aperitives.

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INSTRUCTIONS 

jrOR  ADMINISTERING  THE  FIXED  PHLOblST.tfc 
EARTH  IN  CHRONIC  DISORDERS. 

There  is  no  complaint  of  this  description, 
however  fevere,  defperate,  or  dangerous,  which 
will  not  yield  to  the  phlogtftic  earth , properly 
adminillered  and  continued  with  perfeverance^ 
except  only  in  organic  affe£tion's,  that  is  to 
fay,  in  diforders  which  arife  from  the  total  de- 
rangement  or  deflru£tion  of  the  fubftances,  and 
eonftituent  parts  of  the  vital  organs. 

Th e fixed  fijhgijlic  earthy  which  is  a fpeciflc 
remedy  for  acute  difeafes,  is  equally  fo  for  al! 
chronic  complaints. 

1.  Thofe  diforders,  in  the  cure  of  which  this 
itarth  is  particularly  efficacious  and  more  fpeedy , 
are  flying  gout,  or  arthritic  pains,  rheumatifm, 
nervous  affe&ions  of  whatever  nature  they  may 
be,  the  relics  of  venereal  complaints,  gonorrheas 
of  the  firlt  and  fecond  ipecies,  buboes,  and 
ulcers  in  the  parts  of  generation,  and  in  the 
throat,  fcorbutic  and  venereal  cachexies,  flow 
fevers  produced  by  the  acrimony  of  the  hu- 
mors, when  not  attended  with  fchirrous  ob- 
firuftions,  or  diflolution  of  the  organs. 
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II.  In  chronic  diforders,  the  fhlogijlic  earth 
ought  to  be  taken  in  a dofe  ot  a grain  and  an 
half  every  three  days,  till  the  lymptoms  ft)all 
have  nearly  disappeared,  then  once  every  four 
days,  and  as  the  cure  draws  towards  a conclu- 
sion, every  fifth  day  \yill  be  Sufficient.  For 
valetudinarians  of  a plethoric  habit,  efpecially 
if  there  be  an  abundance  of  humors,  the  dofe 
ought  to  confift  of  one  grain  and  three  quar- 
ters, that  is  to  fay,  Seven  grains  divided  intq 
four  dofes. 

III.  In  dropfies  of  the  belly,  where  the 
extravafated  water  hath  filled  the  cavities  of 
the  abdomen,  or  lower  belly,  or  in  external 
dropfies,  with  a great  flow  of  humors,  into  the 
cellular  tiflue,  or  attended  with  edematofe 
Swellings  in  the  thighs  and  abdomen,  the  dofe 
Should  confift  of  two  grains.  But  when  the 
waters  and  Swellings  are  Something  fubfided,  the 
quantity  may  be  reduced  again  to  a grain  and 
three  quarters,  and  as  the  cure  proceeds,  to  3, 
grain  and  a half. 

IV.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  with  preci- 
sion, the  quantity  requifite  for  any  particular 
chronic  cafe  ; the  only  method  of  computing  it 
is  by  approximation.  Inveterate  cafes  of  feveral 
years  ftanding,  ufually  require  a longer  appli- 
cation of  the  remedy.  The  fame  analogy  will  be 
found  in  all  maladies  produced  by  morbific  m^jif 
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ter  of  a fixed  nature,  difperfed  through  theca- 
pillary vefiels  in  different  parts  of  the  body. 

V.  Several  chronic  diforders  require  as  many 
months  for  their  cure  as  they  count  years  from 
their  origin  : others  take  only  fourteen  or  fifteen 
days  for  every  year  of  their  date — this,  under 
the  fuppofition  that  the  remedy  be  taken  every 
other  day.  An  old  complaint  of  ten  years  hand- 
ing, may  however,  be  completely  cured  in  the 
fpaoe  of  five,  fix,  or  at  moll,  eight  months. — 
If,  however,  it  be  of  a longer  date,  that  is,  of 
twelve  or  fifteen  years,  the  cure  will  generally 
require  eight  or  ten  months,  and  ten  or  twelve 
months  where  the  complaint  is  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  years  old.  In  adminiftering  the  remedy 
every  third  day  only,  the  duration  of  the  cure 
may  be  computed  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  or  twenty 
days  for  every  year  of  the  date  of  the  malady, 
fuppofing  it  to  be  of  no  very  recent  origin. — 
where  it  dates  only  from  four,  five,  or  fix  years, 
the  term  of  cure  may  be  computed  at  one  month 
for  every  year,  under  the  fuppofition  that  the 
remedy  be  taken  every  third  day  during  that 
time. 

VI  Gout — venereal  complaints  in  the  fourth 
degree— fcurvy  in  the  third  and  fourth  degrees — 
melancholy — mania — dropfy,  efpecially,  that 
called  the  dry  dropfy  of  the  belly , and  bread — 
afthma — paralyfis— hemiplegia — catalepfy  and 
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gravel,  all  require  a greater  length  of  time  for 
their  radical  cure,  than  other  chronic  diforders. 

VII.  The  complaints  which  require  in  gene- 
ral lefs  time  for  their  cure,  are  How  fevers, 
when  they  do  not  proceed  from  any  organic  af* 
fe&ion — intermittent  fevers— tertian  and  quar- 
tan, though  they  have  refilled  the  bark — rheu- 
matifm— flying  gout— chlorotic  complaints— all 
fcorbntic  and  venereal  cachexies — acrimonies  of 
the  blood,  and  humors  of  every  fpecies,  and  all 
cutaneous  diforders,  except  the  tinea,  or  fcald 
head — the  elephantiafis  and  the  itch.  The  ve* 
nereal  difeafe  in  its  firft  and  fecond  flage— and 
the  fcurvy  belong  alfo  to  this  catalogue  of  quick 
and  eafy  cures:  as  doth  likewife  the  confequences 
of  venereal  taints,  recent  gonorrheasof  all  forts, 
buboes,  Ample  ulcers  in  the  organs  of  genera- 
tion, or  in  the  larynx  and  throat— flight  rheu- 
matifm — flying  gouts — chlorofis,  &c.  for  all 
which,  fifteen,  twenty,  or  twenty-five  dofes 
are  at  the  moll  fully  fufficient. — Gonorrheas 
of  the  firft  and  fecond  clafs,  recently  con* 
tra&ed,  are  cured  with  fix,  eight  ten,  or  twelve 
dofes  at  mod,  taken  every  third  day  ; thofe  of 
the  third  and  fourth  clafles  take  twelve,  fifteen, 
twenty,  or  even  twenty -four  dofes.  For  the 
cure  of  buboes,  ten  or  twelve  dofes  are  quite 
fufficient.  Ulcers  in  the  parts  of  generation,  oi 
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In  the  mouth  and  throat,  may  require  fifteen 
twenty , oreven  twenty-fi  vedqfes.  For  venereal 
or  fcorbutic  cachexies,  twenty,  twenty -five,  pr 
thirty  ciofes  are  fufficient.  Scurvy,  and  the  ve- 
nereal difeafe  in  the  fecond  degree,  and  melan- 
choly, require  twenty-five,  thirty,  thirty-five 
and  even  forty  dofes.  The  two  firft  of  thefe 
maladies  in  the  third  and  fourth  degrees,  may 
fometimes  take  forty -five,  fifty,  fixty-five,  fe* 
venty,  and  even  eighty  dofes,  where  the  bones 
are  generally  attacked  ; the  fame  analogy  ob- 
tains in  crfes  of  inveterate  palfy,  epilepfy , cata- 
epfy,  and  dropfy  . Thefe  general  obfervations 
and  data,  are,  however  fufceptibleofdjfiin&ion 
and  exceptions  according  to  the  age  and  confti- 
tution  of  the  patient,  the  climate,  the  feafon 
pf  the  year,  and  the  greater  or  lefTer  tenacity  of 
morbific  matter  to  be  refolved  and  expelled. 

VIII.  As  the  fhlogljiic  earth  produces  no 
phyfical  derangement  whatever,  that  can  bp 
injurious  to  health,  fince  its  operation  tends  to 
reflore  the  equilibrium  of  the  machine,  it  may 
be  taken  with  perfeft  fafety  through  every 
fiageof  pregnancy,  and  even  during  child-bed 
confinement.  In  thofe  cafes  it  lhould  be  taken 
once  every  three  days,  as  prefcribed  above. 
Nos.  I.  II.  and  III,  and  chronic,  or  acute 
fiiforders  may  be  treated  and  cured  during  thefp 
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periods,  without  the  lead  danger.  What  is  faidi 
here  refpedting  pregnancy,  is  alfo  applicable 
to  the  cafe  of  the  mendrual  difcharge$,  and  the 
treatment  of  this  remedy  may  he  began  or  con- 
tinued through  every  period  of  them,  nor  will 
there  be  any  neceffity  for  its  difcontinuance,  on 
the  appearance  of  thqfe  evacuations. 

IX.  In  difficult  births,  there  is  no  remedy 
more  efficacious,  nor  more  fpecific,  for  re- 
animating immediately  the  llrength  of  a pa- 
tient, or  for  reproducing  the  true  labor  pains, 
and  accelerating  the  delivery,  than  this  medi- 
cine. This,  however,  is  to  be  underdood  of 
natural  and  regular  births,  and  not  of  cafes 
which  require  the  affiftance  of  the  able  accoucheur. 
Where  the  patient  is  extremely  debilitated,  the 
dofe  ffiiould  be  a grain  and  three  quarters , and  if 
requilite,  the  application  mud  be  repeared  at 
the  intervals  of  two,  three,  four,  five,  and  fi* 
hours. 

X.  If  this  earth  be  taken  immediately  after 
delivery,  and  continued  once  every  three  days, 
during  the  whole  period  of  child-bed  confine- 
ment, and  convalefcence,  it  never  fails  of  pro- 
ducing the  moft  favorable  effedt,  and  prevents 
all  poflibility  ofgathenngs  in  the  breaft,  corre£ts 
the  lochia,  facilitates  the  expulfion  when  de- 
|e6Hve,  moderates  their  flow  when  too  copious. 


obviates  the  milk  fever,  or  cures  it  when  that 
diforder  may  have  acquired  a certain  degree  of 
alarming  malignancy.  Where  coagulations, 
or  hardneffcs  may  have  formed  in  the  bread; 
three  or  four  dofes  will  render  the  application 
of  every  other  remedy  unneceffary,  by  quickly 
refolving  the  obdru&ions,  and  removing  the 
inflammation.  Should  any  other  remedy  have 
been  externally  applied  to  the  bread  previous 
to  the  adminiftration  of  the  earth,  that  remedy 
mud  be  immediately  removed,  as  the  internal 
operation  of  the  earth  willeffedla  certain  cure, 
without  the  concurrence  of  any  external  ap- 
plication whatever. 

XI.  During  the  application  of  the  earth,  in 
all  chronic  diforders,  the  patient  fhould  abdain 
from  wine,  and  every  other  kind  of  fermented 
liquor.  In  nervous  cafes,  tea  and  coffee  fhould 
be  prefcnbed,  efpecially  if  the  patient  has  been 
accudomed  to  an  immoderate  ufe  of  thofe  be- 
verages ; and  during  the  whole  courle  of  cure, 
.water  is  the  only  drink  that  fhould  be  made  ufe 
of. 

XII.  When  the  earth  is  taken  in  the  morn- 
ing, fading,  it  may  be  accompanied  with  light 
ptifans,  or  infufions  of  emollient  and  aperient 
roots  and  herbs,  fuitable  to  the  nature  of  the 
malady:  as  for  example,  in  cafes  of  fcurvy, 
melancholy,  paralyfis,  different  fpecies  of  ca- 
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chexies,  and  venereal  affections,  decoCtions  of 
feurvy  grafs,  burdock,  dog-grafs,  &c.  will  be 
found  moft  fuitable.  In  hot  fcorbutic  cachex* 
ies,  the  fimples  known  in  the  materia  vicdica, 
under  the  denomination  of  the  cold  antifcorbu- 
tics  will  be  proper  : fuch  as  dandelion  taraxaeon, 
wild  fuccory,  lettuce,  &c.  and  in  cold  cachex- 
ies, the  herbs  of  the  warm  clafs,  fuch  as  creffes, 
& c. 

XI Ii.  There  can  be  no  oceafion  for  the  ufe 
of  any  purgative,  when  the  fJilogiftic  earth  is 
applied,  becaufe,  if  the  diforder  proceed  from 
anv  affeCtion  of  the  abdomen,  the  earth  itfelf 
operates  as  a purgative,  fince  nature  requires 
it ; and  it  has  been  obferved  before,  that  this 
fpeoific  in  an  admirable  and  aftonifhing  manner 
accommodates  itfelf  to  all  her  wants.  Inde- 
pendent of  this,  however,  in  cafes  where  pa- 
tients may  feel  a predileCVion  to  undergo  a gen- 
tle purging,  that  may  be  complied  with  to  a 
certain  degree,  during  the  application  of  the 
earth,  on  the  days  of  interval,  between  the 
dofes,  and  a few  days  after  the  commencement 
of  its  application.  In  thofe  cafes,  fimple  pur- 
gatives, that  have  nothing  of  ftimulant  or  irri- 
tating in  them,  muft  be  adopted,  c.  g.  manna, 
caflia,  fenna,  or  crem.  tartar,  with  fome  kind 
of  fyrup.  Neverthelefs  it  muft  be  obferved 
here,  that  in  no  cafe  where  the  fhlogi/iic  earth 
had  been  applied,  were  purgatives  ever  found 
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to  be  of  the  lead  ufe  or  efficacy.  The  earth? 

a deco&ion  of  manna  or  fenna,  or  any  fuitable 
lyrup,  is,  we  may  affirm,  the  moft  favorable 
purgative  that  can  be  found  in  the  whole  materia 
medic  a ; the  earth  giving  that  gentle  and  friendly 
quality  to  the  purge,  which  is  fo  congenial  to, 
nature. 

XIV.  This  remedy,  being  the  powerful  re7 
folvent  which  has  been  already  fhewn,  and 
promoting  in  moft  cafes  a considerable  degree 
offenfible,  and  infeniible  perfpiration,  great  pre- 
caution is  to  be  obferved,  more  efpecially  in  a 
climate  various  and  ever  tending  to  damp,  like 
that  of  England,  againft  the  danger  of  catching 
cold,  during  its  immediate  application.  The 
effebcs  ol  the  night  air  mud  be  carefully  guar- 
ded againft  ; and  the  patient  ffiould  retire,  ra- 
ther earlier  than  ufual  to  reft  ; nor  is  it  of  lefs 
importance  lor  him  to  remain  fomething  longer 
than  ufual  in  bed,  for  the  purpofe  of  promoting 
perfpiration  ; and  ffiould  the  remedy  have  pro- 
duced a general,  or  any  local  or  perceptible 
fweating,  it  will  be  proper  for  him  to  continue 
there  untill  that  fliall  have  fubfided.  Whenever 
the  remedy  may  have  produced  fenfible  perfpi- 
ration in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  which  is  fre- 
quently the  cafe  when  the  humors  are  dilfolved, 
confinement  in  bed  becomes  neceffary,'to  pro- 
mote that  difcharge,  which  in  this,  as  in  every 
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other  fecretion,  is  a crifis  produced  by  the  re- 
medy, for  the  refolution  and  radical  cure  of  the 

diforder. 

In  a fcorbutic  cafe  of  more  than  fifteen  years 
Banding,  the  fudorific  tendency,  after  having 
continued  without  in  ter  million  above  five 
months,  terminated  in  a complete  cuie. 

In  obflinate  venereal  complaints  of  the  fourth 
degree,  this  fudorific  refolution  continues  for 
the  fpace  of  feveral  months,  and  effects  the 
'cure,  without  leaving  the  lead;  debility,  trom 
the  length  of  its  continuance. 

XV.  In  fcorbutic  cachexies,  cutaneous  dif- 
tempere,  rheumatic  affe6tions,  flying  gout, 
fcurvy,  and  venereal  complaints  in  all  their  de- 
grees, perfpiration  frequently  takes  plabe  in 
great  abundance , and  continues  for  feveral 
days,  weeks,  and  evert  whole  months.  In 
thofe  cafes,  it  mud  be  kept  up  and  feduloufly 
promoted,  inafmuch  as  the  cure  depends  prin- 
cipally upon  this  crifis. 

XVI.  the  fweat  excited  and  promoted  by 
the  phlogijlic  earth , being  always  critical,  and 
a falutary  effort  of  nature,  however  abundant, 
can  never  be  attended  with  either  fever  or  agi- 
t^ion  of  the  pulfe,  red  and  fcalding  urine,  or 
third:  or  drynefs  of  the  throat,  unlefs  it  iliould 
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have  been  obAmAed  or  thrown  in  again  by  any 
^eglefl,  or  imprudent  expofure  in  catching 

XVII.  Sweat,  as  well  as  infenfible  perfpi. 
ration,  the  effefi  of  this  remedy,  being  always 
Critical,  if  obit  r lifted  by  neglect  of  the  necedary 
{necautions,  or  by  any  fudden  alteration  in 
the  temperature  of  the  air,  may  produce  pains, 
rheumatifm,  and  even  fever,  and  occafion  a 
1'elapfe,  with  an  increafe  of  the  morbific  fymp- 
toms,  fo  as  to  render  it  neceflary  to  recur  to  a 
new  application  of  the  remedy. 

By  whatever  means  fuch  a relapfe  may  have 
been  occafioned,  the  re-application  of  the  phlo- 
giJUc  earth , after  the  patient  has  taken  to  his 
bed,  quickly  re-exci,tes  the  above  fymptomsof 
perforation,  and  foon  effe&s  a cure.  If  the 
confiipation  from  the  cold  be  not  violent,  the 
firft  dole  of  the  earth  will  reinfiate  the  malady, 
in  its  prilline  ftate.  It  the  derangement,  how- 
ever occafioned  by  the  cold,  be  more  confider- 
able,  two  doles  may  be  requifite,  and  the  pa- 
tient mutt  be  kept  in  bed.  Three  dofes  will,  at 
any  rate,  be  fufficient,  let  the  relapfe  be  ever 
io  fevere. 

XVIII.  This  remedy  may  fometimes  effe# 
a cure,  without  any  other  fenlible  operation 
than  that  which  it  produces  by  urine  : -but  "Ih, 
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inch  cafes,  it  a£ls  aifo  by  promoting  a degree 
of  imperceptible  perfpiration, 

A patient  in  Italy,  labouring  under  a com- 
plicated complaint,  venereal  and  paralytic— 
and  another  with  the  fcurvy,  in  its  fourth  de- 
gree, attended  with  an  hemorroidal  hemorrhage, 
or  bleeding  piles,  which  had  reduced  him  to  the 
laft  extremity,  were  both  cured  in  the  above 
manner. 

XIX.  The  earth  may  be  taken  either  in  the 
morning  or  evening  ; as  well  after  eating  or 
drinking,  as  on  an  empty  llomach.  Food  or 
drink  may  be  taken  upon  it  without  the  leall 
injury  or  impediment  to  its  falutary  operation. 
Patients  who  have  no  fever,  and  are  not  obliged 
to  keep  their  beds,  and  upon  whom  the  remedy 
does  not  exert  its  fudorific  power  in  any  great 
degree,  will  do  well  to  take  the  dofe  at  night, 
immediately  before  or  after  fupper  : — or  before 
or  after  retiring  to  red,  juli  as  they  find  it  moil 
convenient: — provided,  however,  that  they 
on  no  account  quit  their  rooms  after  taking  the 
powders.  Patients  more  feverely  aflli<Ted,  and 
who  are  confined  to  their  beds,  fhould  take  the 
dofe  in  the  morning. 

In  cafes  of  intermittent  fevers — tertians,  and 
quartans,  the  remedy  fhould  be  adminiftered 
•ne  hour  previous  to  the  accefs,  or  firft  paroxifm 
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©t  the  diforder.  If  the  fever  be  of  the  chifs 
continued  interrnittents,  the  remedy  thou  Id  be 
taken  one  hour  before  the  paroxifm,  and  re-  . 
peated  during  the  fit,  untill  a cure  is  effected. 
In  permanent  or  continued  fevers,  the  remedy 
Ihould  be  applied  every  three  days,  as  faid  be- 
fore No.  VII. 

In  corivulfions-  violent  pain  and  vomiting', 
the  remed}r  fhould  be  applied  as  foon  as  poffi- 
bleupon  the  attack  of  the  fymptoms,  whether 
thefe  originate  in  any  other  chronic  or  acute 
malady,  or  whether  in  any  morbific  caufe  pe- 
culiar to  themfelves.  Where  the  firfi  dofe  is 
not  fufficient  to  remove  or  allay  the  fymptoms, 
it  is  to  be  repeated  as  dire&ed  above,  No.  5, 
until  this  removal  fhall  be  completely  effected. 

XX.  This  remedy  being  in  the  forrri  of  a pow» 
der,  Ihould  be  taken  in  a morfel  of  pafte, 
bread,  &c.  or  any  other  fubfiance  that  .vtfill 
hold  it  compact,  and  prevent  the  difperfion  or 
Iofsofany  ot  the  particles  about  the  mouth, 
&c.  It  may  alfo  be  taken  in  fruits  either 
dre fifed,  or  raw; 

XXI.  For  infants  as  well  as  adolfcents,  the 
dofe  of  this  remedy  Ihould  be  regulated  in  the 
following  manner  ; From  the  age  of  fifteen  to 
eighteen,  one  grain  and  an  half,  divided  into 
fixteen  equal  parts,  of  which  one  will  be  the 
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in  tho(e  cafes  where  patients  are  reduced  to 
the  lad  extremity,  the  application  of  this 
earth  may  fave  many,  who,  without  it,  would 
inevitahly  perifh,  and  confequently  in  every 
country  where  the  life  of  it  has  been  intro- 
duced, the  number  of  deaths  have,  to  a cer- 
tainty, much  diminifhed.

VI.  Thefe  acute  disorders,  in  which  it 
may  be  neceffary  to  repeat  the  dole  of  this 
earth  feveral  times  within  the  fpace  of  a 
day,  half  a day,  or  a few  hours,  are  fyn- 
cope,  profufe  haemorrhagies,  violent  convul- 
fions  before  or  after  lying-in,  dangerous  or 
alarming  fymptoms  in  chirurgical  operations, 
fuch  as  amputations,  &c.  fevere  and  deep 
wounds,  apoplexy,  catalepfy,  hemiplegia,  and 
all  malignant  difeafes  which  become  mortal 
through  the  want  of  crifis:  in  all  cafes  of  ex- 
treme pain,  the  powder  may  likewife  be  ne- 
ceflary  to  be  repeated. 

In  every  other  fpecies  of  medicine,  even  the  - 
mofl:  finrple,  the  adminiftration  of  a double, 
triple,  or  quadruple  dofe,  may  be  attended 
with  pernicious  and  dangerous  confequences  ; 
but  it  is  quite  otherwifi^with  the  fhlogiftic  earth, 
which,  being  fimple  and  homogeneous,  accom- 
modates itfelf  directly  to  all  the  wants  of  nature.

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Where  it  is  neceflary  to  adminifler  it  more 
frequently,  or  to  increafe  the  dole  in  urgent 
cafes,  as  this  has  only  the  effect  of  accelerating 
the  cure,  or  recovering  the  patient  from  a 
hopelefs  fituation. 

We  could  here  enumerate  numberlefs  in- 
ftances  of  patients  given  over,  and  gone  be- 
yond all  hope,  reflored  by  this  powerful  fpe- 
cific,  were  they  not  circumltantiated  for  the 
moft  part  in  a work  already  publifhedon  this 
fame  fubjeft,  under  the  title  of  “ Chymical 
Difcovery , &c.” 

VII.  The  inflammatory  diforders  which 
this  earth  cures,  with  aftonilhing  celerity,  are 
pleurifies,  flying  gout,  attended  with  acute 
fever,  and  rheumatifm : it  fpeedily  removes 
all  dangerous  fymptoms  in  the  fmall-pox,  as 
well  as  in  pleurifies,  by  a.  quick  and  certain 
refolution.  Malignant  and  intermitting  fevers, 
which  lead  to  a fatal  conclufion,  through  the 
x want  of  neceflary  crifis,  come  alfo  under  this 
defeription,  but  the  remedy  immediately  pro- 
duces this  crifls,  and  confequently  a cure. 

In  the  above,  and  other  acute  diforders, 
where  this  medicine  is  fo  efficacious,  it  is  not 
neceflary  to  employ  any  other  active  remedy, 
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•and  ail  flimulants,  and  aromatics,  muft  be  care- 
ful lv  avoided.

The  patient’s  beverage  in  the  above  cafes, 
and  under  the  application  of  this  earth , may 
be  infufions  or  teas  of  emollient  flowers,  pec- 
toral herbs,  water-gruel  or  barley-water, 
fweetened  with  honey. 

Where  inflammations  of  the  bread  are  treated 
with  the  application  of  the  phlogiftic  earth , 
the  patient  may  drink  deco£tions  of  the  herbs, 
denominated  peftorals,  to  which  may  be  added, 
the  fyrup  of  the  five  aperitive  roots,  or  that  of 
althea,  violet  leaves , male  veronica , pellitoryof  the 
wall,  ground  ivy,  and  maiden  hair. 

On  thofe  days  when  the  dofe  of  earth  is  not 
taken,  the  oil  of  fweet  almonds  or  linfeed  may 
be  given  in  the  quantity  of  three  ounces  and 
an  half,  which  will  at  the  fame  time  operate 
as  a purgative.  And  in  general,  when  evacu- 
ation may  be  neceflary  in  the  treatment  of  the 
above  diforders,  thefe  oils  or  manna,  with  fome 
fyrup,  or  a clyfter  of  emollient  herbs,  broth, 
and  oil,  will  be  found  to  be  the  mod  favorable 

and  efficacious  aperitives.

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INSTRUCTIONS 

FOR  ADMINISTERING  THE  FIXED  PHLOGISTIC 
EARTH  IN  CHRONIC  DISORDERS. 

There  Is  no  complaint  of  this  defeription, 
however  fevere,  defperate,  or  dangerous,  which" 
will  not  yield  to  the  phlogijUc  earth,  properly 
adminiltered  and  continued  with  perfeverance, 
except  only  in  organic  affections,  that  is  to' 
fay,  in  diforders  which  arife  from  the  total  de- 
rangement or  deftruCtion  of  the  fubftances,  and 
constituent  parts  of  the  vital  organs. 

The  fixed  pllogiftic  earth , which  is  a fpecific 
remedy  for  acute  difeafes,  is  equally  fo  for  all 
chronic  complaints. 

I.  Thofe  diforders,  in  the  cure  of  which  this 
&arth  is  particularly  efficacious  and  more  fpeedy , 
arC  flying  gout,  or  arthritic  pains,  rheumatifm, 
nervous  affections  of  whatever  nature  they  may 
be,  the  relics  of  venereal  complaints,  gonorrheas 
of  the  firfl  and  fecond  ipecies,  buboes,  and 
ulcers  in  the  parts  of  generation,  and  in  the 
throat,  fcorbutic  and  venereal  cachexies,  flow 
fevers  produced  by  the  acrimony  of  the  hu- 
mors, when  not  attended  with  fchirrous  ob- 
ftruCtions,  or  diffolution  of  the  organs.

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II.  In  chronic  diforders,  the  'phlogijiic  earth 
ought  to  be  taken  in  a dofe  of  a grain  and  an 
bait'  every  three  days,  till  the  fymptoms  fhall 
have  nearly  difappeared,  then  once  every  four 
days,  and  as  the  cure  draws  towards  a conclu- 
sion, every  fifth  day  will  be  Sufficient.  For 
valetudinarians  of  a plethoric  habit,  efpecially 
if  there  be  an  abundance  df  humors,  the  dofe 
ought  to  confift  of  one  grain  and  three  quar- 
ters, that  is  to  fay,  feven  grains  divided  intp 
four  doles. 

III.  In  dropfies  of  the  belly,  where  the 
extravafated  water  hath  filled  the  cavities  of 
the  abdomen,  or  lower  belly^ , or  in  external 
dropfies,  with  a great  flow  of  humors,  into  the 
cellular  tiffue,  or  attended  with  edematofe 
Swellings  in  the  thighs  and  abdomen,  the  dofe 
Should  confift  of  two  g.ains.  But  when  the 
waters  and  Swellings  are  Something  fubfided,  the 
quantity  may  be  reduced  again  to  a grain  and 
three  quarters,  and  as  the  cure  proceeds,  to  a 
grain  and  a half. 

IV.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  with  preci- 
sion, the  quanti'y  requifite  for  any  particular 
chronic  cate  ; the  only  method  of  computing  it 
is  by  approximation.  Inveterate  cafes  of  Several 
years  handing,  ufually  require  a longer  appli- 
cation of  the  remedy.  The  fame  analogy  will  be 
found  in  all  maladies  produced  by  morbific  mat^ 
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ter  of  a fixed  nature,  difperfed  through  the  ca- 
pillary  veffels  in  different  parts  of  the  body. 

V.  Several  chronic  diforders  require  as  many 
months  for  their  cure  as  they  count  years  from* 
their  origin  : others  take  only  fourteen  or  fifteen 
days  for  every  year  of  their  date— this,  under 
the  fuppofition  that  the  remedy  betaken  everv 
other  day.  An  old  complaint  of  ten  years  fiand- 
ing,  may  however,  be  completely  cured  in  the 
fpace  of  five,  fix,  or  at  mod:,  eight  months., — 
If,  however,  it  be  of  a longer  date,  that  is,  of 
twelve  or  fifteen  years,  the  cure  will  generally 
require  eight  or  ten  months,  and  ten  or  twelve 
months  where  the  complaint  is  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  years  old.  In  adminiftering  the  remedy 
every  third  day  only,  the  duration  of  the  cure 
may  be  computed  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  or  twenty 
days  for  every  year  of  the  date  of  the  malady, 
fuppofing  it  to  be  of  no  very  recent  origin. — 
where  it  dates  only  from  four,  five,  orfixjears, 
the  term  of  cure  may  be  computed  at  one  month 
for  every  year,  under  the  fuppofition  that  the 
remedy  be  taken  every  third  day  during  that 
time. 

VI  Gout — venereal  complaints  in  the  fourth 
degree — feurvy  in  the  third  and  fourth  degrees — 
melancholy — mania — dropfy,  efpecially,  that 
called  the  dry  dropfy  of  the  belly,  and  breaft — 
afthma — paralyfis— hemiplegia— catalepfy— and 
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gravel,  all  require  a greater  length  of  time  for 
their  radical  cure , than  other  chronic  diforders. 

VII.  The  complaints  which  require  in  gene- 
ral lefs  time  for  their  cure,  are  flow  fevers, 
when  they  do  not  proceed  from  any  organic  af- 
feftion — intermittent  fevers — tertian  and  quar- 
tan, though  they  have  refitted  the  bark  rheu- 
matifm— flying  gout —chlorotic  complaints— all 
fcorbatic  and  venereal  cachexies — acrimonies  of 
the  blood,  and  humors  of  every  fpecies,  and  all 
cutaneous  diforders,  except  the  tinea,  or  feald 
head — the  elephantiafis  and  the  itch.  T"he  ve- 
nereal difeafe  in  its  firfl  and  fecond  ftage— and 
the  feurvy  belong  alfo  to  this  catalogue  of  quick 
and  eafy  cures:  as  doth  likewife  theconfeq  tences 
of  venereal  taints,  recent  gonorrheas  of  all  forts, 
buboes,  Ample  ulcers  in  the  organs  of  genera- 
tion, or  in  the  larynx  and  throat — flight  rheu- 
matifm — flying  gouts— --chloioAs,  See.  foi  ah 
which,  fifteen,  twenty,  or  twenty-Ave  dofes 
are  at  the  mofl  fully  Efficient.— Gonorrheas 
of  the  Arft  and  fecond  clafs,  recently  con- 
traced,  are  cured  with  Ax,  eight  ten,  or  twelve 
dofes  at  mofl,  taken  every  third  day  ; thole  of 
the  third  and  fourth  daffies  take  twelve,  fifteen, 
twenty,  or  even  twenty -four  dofes.  For  the 
cure  of  buboes,  ten  or  twelve  dofes  are  quite 
fufficient.  Ulcers  in  the  parts  of  generation,  or 
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m the  mouth  and  throat,  may  require  fifteen, 
twenty , oreven  twenty-five  dofes.  For  venereal 
or  fcorbutic  cachexies,  twenty,  twenty -five,  op 
thirty  dofes  are  fufficient.  Scurvy,  and  the  ve- 
nereal difeafe  in  the  fecond  degree,  and  melan-' 
choly,  require  twenty-five,  thirty,  thirty -five, 
and  even  forty  dofes.  The  two  firft  of  thefe 
maladies  in  the  third  and  fourth  degrees,  may 
fome times  take  forty-five,  fifty,  fixty-five,  fe 
venty,  and  even  eighty  dofes,  where  the  bones 
tlie  generally  attacked  ; the  fame  analogy  ob- 
tains in  erfes  of  inveterate  palfy,  epilepfy,  cata- 
lcpiy,  and  dropfy.  Thefe  general  observations 
and  data,  arc,  however  fufceptible  ofdifiin&iorr 
and  exceptions  according  to  the  age  and  confli- 
ct1011 of  the  patient,  the  climate,  the  feafon 
of  the  year,  and  the  greater  or  lefiTcr  tenacity  of 
morbific  matter  to  be  refolved  and  expelled. 

VIII.  As  the  pJilogiJHc  earth  produces  no 
phyfical  derangement  whatever,  that  can  be 
injurious  to  health,  fince  its  operation  tends  to 
retlore  the  equilibrium  of  the  machine,  it  may 
be  taken  with  perfect  fafety  through  every 
ftageof  pregnancy,  and  even  during  child-bed 
confinement.  In  thofe  cafes  it  fhould  be  taken 
once  every  three  days,  as  preferibed  above. 
Nos.  I.  II-  and  III,  and  chronic,  or  acute 
diforders  may  be  treated  and  cured  during  thefe 
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periods,  without  the  lead  danger.  What  is  faid 
here  refpeCting  pregnancy,  is  alfo  applicable 
to  the  cafe  of  the  menflrual  difcharges,  and  the 
treatment  ot  this  remedy  may  he  began  or  con- 
tinued through  every  period  of  them,  nor  will 
there  be  any7  neceffify  for  its  difcontinuance,  on 
the  appearance  of  thole  evacuations. 

IX.  In  difficult  births,  there  is  no  remedy 
more  efficacious,  nor  more  fpecific,  for  re- 
animating immediately7  the  ftrength  of  a pa- 
tient, or  for  reproducing  the  true  labor  pains, 
and  accelerating  the  delivery,  than  this  medi- 
cine, This,  however,  is  to  be  underftood  of 
natural  and  regular  births,  and  not  of  cafes 
which  require  the  affidance  of  the  able  accoucheur . 
Where  the  patient  is  extremely  debilitated,  the 
dole  fhould  be  a grain  and  three  quarters,  and  if 
requ  fite,  the  application  mud  be  repeated  at 
the  intervals  of  two,  three,  four,  five,  and  fix 
hours. 

i 

X.  If  this  earth  be  taken  immediately7  after 
delivery,  and  continued  once  every  three  days, 
during  the  whole  period  of  child -bed  confine- 
ment, and  convalefcence,  it  never  fails  of  pro- 
ducing the  mod  favorable  effeCt,  and  prevents 
all  poifibility  ofgatherings  in  the  bread,  corrects 
the  lochia,  facilitates  the  expulfion  when  de- 
fective, moderates  their  flow  when  too  copious, 
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obviates  the  milk  fever,  or  cures  it  when  that 
diforder  may  liave  acquired  a certain  decree  of 
alarming  malignancy.  Where  coagulations, 
or  hardnefTcs  may  have  formed  in  the  bread,  . 
three  or  four  dofes  will  render  the  application 
of  every  other  remedy  unnecetTary,  by  quickly 
refolving  the  obdru&ions,  and  removing  the 
inflammation.  Should  any  other  remedy  have 
been  externally  applied  to  the  bread  previous 
to  the  adminidration  of  the  earth,  that  remedy 
mud  be  immediately  removed,  as  the  internal 
operation  of  the  earth  will  effe&  a certain  cure, 
without  the  concurrence  of  any  external  ap- 
plication whatever. 

XI.  During  the  application  of  the  earth,  in 
all  chronic  diforders,  the  patient  fhould  abdain 
from  wine,  and  every  other  kind  of  fermented 
liquor.  In  nervous  cafes,  tea  and  coffee  fhould 
be  preleribed,  efpecially  if  the  patient  has  been 
accuftomed  to  an  immoderate  ufe  of  thofe  be- 
verages ; and  during  the  whole  courfe  of  cure, 
water  is  the  only  drink  that  fhould  be  made  ufe 
of. 

XII.  When  the  earth  is  taken  in  the  morn- 
ing, fading,  it  may  be  accompanied  with  light 
ptifans,  or  infufions  ot  emollient  and  aperient 
roots  and  herbs,  fui table  to  the  nature  ot  the 
malady:  as  lor  example,  in  cafes  ot  fcurvy, 
melancholy,  paralyfis,  different  fpecies  of  ca- 
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chexies,  and  venereal  affe£lions,  deco£\ions  of 
fcurvy  grafs,  burdock,  dog-grafs,  &c.  will  be 
found  moll  fuitable.  In  hot  fcorbutic  cachex- 
ies, the  fimnfes  known  in  the  materia  medic  a , 
under  the  denomination  of  the  cold  antifcorbu- 
tics  will  be  proper:  fuch  as  dandelion  tavaxacon, 
wild  fuccory,  lettuce,  dec.  and  in  cold  cachex- 
ies, the  herbs  ot  the  w arm  clals,  luch  as  creffes, 
&c. 

XIII.  There  can  be  no  occafion  for  the  ufe 
of  any  purgative,  when  the  fhiogijtic  earth  is 
applied,  becaufe,  if  the  diforder  proceed  from 
an)  affection  of  the  abdomen,  the  earth  itfelf 
operates  as  a purgative,  lince  nature  requires 
it ; and  it  has  been  obferved  before,  that  this 
fpecific  in  an  admirable  and  aflonifhing  manner 
accommodates  itfelf  to  all  her  wants.  Inde- 
pendent of  this,  however,  in  cafes  where  pa* 
tients  may  feel  a predilection  to  undergo  a gen- 
tle purging,  that  may  be  complied  with  to  a 
certain  degree,  during  the  application  of  the 
earth,  on  the  days  of  interval,  between  the 
dofes,  and  a few  days  after  the  commencement 
of  its  application.  In  thofe  cafes,  fimple  pur- 
gatives, that  have  nothing  of  ltimulant  or  irri- 
tating in  them,  muft  be  adopted,  c.  g.  manna, 
caflia,  fenna,  or  crem.  tartar,  with  fome  kind 
of  fyrup.  Neverthelefs  it  muft  be  obferved 
here,  that  in  no  cafe  where  the  phlogijtic  earth 
had  been  applied,  were  purgatives  ever  found

to  be  ol  the  lead  ufe  or  efficacy.  The  earth, 
ln  a decoction  of  manna  6r  fenna,  or  any  fuitable 
lyrup,  is,  we  may  affirm,  the  mod  favorable 
purgative  that  can  be  found  in  the  whole  materia 
medic  a ; the  earth  gi  ving  that  gentle  and  friendly 
quality  to  the  purge,  which  is  fo  congenial  to 
nature. 

XI  \ . This  remedy,  being  the  powerful  re- 
tolvent  which  has  been  already  ffiewn,  and 
.promoting  in  molt  cafes  a confiderable  degree 
ot  fenfible,  and  infenfible  perfpiration,  great  pre- 
caution is  to  be  obferved,  more  efpecially  in  a. 
climate  various  and  ever  tending  to  damp,  like 
that  of  England,  againd  the  danger  of  catching 
cold,  during  its  immediate  application.  The 
effects  of  the  night  air  mud  be  carefully  guar- 
ded again  d ; and  the  patient  Ihould  retire,  ra- 
ther earlier  than  ufual  to  red  : nor  is  it  of  lefs 
importance  lor  him  to  remain  fomething  longer 
than  ufual  in  bed,  for  the  purpofe  of  promoting 
perfpiration  ; and  Ihould  the  remedy  have  pro- 
duced a general,  or  any  local  or  perceptible 
fweating,  it  will  be  proper  for  him  to  continue 
there  untill  that  fhall  have  lubdded.  ^Vhenever 
the  remedy  may  have  produced  fenfible  perfpi- 
ration in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  which  is  fre- 
quently the  cafe  when  the  humors  are  diffiolved, 
condnement  in  bed  becomes  neceffary,  to  pro- 
mote that  difcharge,  which  in  this,  as  in  every 
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other  fecretion,  is  a crifis  produced  by  the  re- 
medy, for  the  refolution  and  radical  cure  of  the 
diforder. 

In  a fcorbutic  cafe  of  more  than  fi  fteen  years 
handing,  the  fudorific  tendency,  after  having 
continued  without  intermiflion  above  five 
months,  terminated  in  a complete  cure. 

In  obftinate  venereal  complaints  of  the  fourth 
degree,  this  fudorific  refolution  continues  for 
the  fpace  of  feveral  months,  and  effects  the 
cure,  without  leaving  the  leaf!  debility,  from 
the  length  of  its  continuance. 


XV.  In  fcorbutic  cachexies,  cutaneous  di f- 
tempers,  rheumatic  affedlions,  flying  gout, 
fcurvy,and  venereal  complaints  in  all  their  de- 
grees, perfpiration  frequently  takes  place  in 
great  abundance,  and  continues  for  feveral 
days,  weeks,  and  even  whole  months.  In 
thofe  cafes,  it  raufi  be  kept  up  and  feduloufiy 
promoted,  inafmuch  as  the  cure  depends  prin- 
cipally upon  this  crifis. 

XVI.  The  fweat  excited  and  promoted  by 
the  fihlogiftic  earth,  being  always  critical,  and 
a falutary  effort  of  nature,  however  abundant, 
can  never  be  attended  with  either  fever  or  agi- 
tation of  the  pulfe,  red  and  fcalding  urine,  or 
third:  or  drynefs  of  the  throat,  unlefs  it  fhould 
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have  been  obftriufted  or  thrown  in  again  by  any 
negledt,  or  imprudent  expofure  in  catching 
cold.

XVII. 

Sweat,  as  well  as  infentible  perfpi- 
ration,  the  effect  of  this  remedy,  being  always 
■critical,  if  obftru&ed  by  negledt  of  the  neceflary 
precautions,  or  by  any  fudden  alteration  in 
the  temperature  of  the  air,  may  produce  pains, 
rheumatifm,  and  even  fever,  and  occafion  a 
relapfe,  with  an  increafe  of  the  morbific  fymp- 
toms,  fo  as  to  render  it  neceffary  to  recur  to  a 
new  application  of  the  remedy. 

By  whatever  means  fuch  a relapfe  may  have 
been  occafioned,  the  re-application  of  th e phlo- 
gift'ic  earth , after  the  patient  has  taken  to  his 
bed,  quickly  re-excites  the  above  fymptomsof 
perfpiration,  and  foon  effects  a cure.  If  the 
confiipation  from  the  cold  be  not  violent,  the 
firfi:  dofe  of  the  earth  will  reinfiate  the  malady, 
in  its  prifiine  fiate.  If  the  derangement,  how- 
ever occafioned  by  the  cold,  be  more  confider- 
able,  two  dofes  may  be  requifite,  and  the  pa- 
tient mull  be  kept  in  bed.  Three  dofeswill,  at 
any  rate,  be  fufficient,  let  the  relapfe  be  ever 
fo  fevere. 

XVIII.  This  remedy  may  fometimes  effect 
a cure,  without  any  other  fenlible  operation 
than  that  which  it  produces  by  urine : but  in 
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inch  cafes,  it  a£ts  alfo  by  promoting  a degree 
of  imperceptible  perfpiration. 

A patient  in  Italy,  labouring  under  a com- 
plicated complaint,  venereal  and  paralytic— 
and  another  with  the  fcurvy,  in  its  fourth  de- 
gree, attended  with  an  hemorroidal hemorrhage, 
or  bleeding  piles,  which  had  reduced  him  to  the 
laft  extremity , were  both  cured  in  the  above 
manner. 

XIX.  The  earth  may  be  taken  eithef  in  the 
morning  or  evening  ; as  well  after  eating  or 
drinking,  as  on  an  empty  ftomach.  Food  or 
drink  may  be  taken  upon  it  without  the  leaft 
injury  or  impediment  to  its  falutary  operation. 
Patients  who  have  no  fever,  and  are  not  obliged 
to  keep  their  beds,  and  upon  whom  the  remedy 
does  not  exert  its  ludorific  power  in  any  great 
degree,  will  do  well  to  take  the  dofe  at  night, 
immediately  before  or  after  fupper : — or  before 
or  after  retiring  to  reft,  juft  as  they  find  it  moft 
convenient: — provided,  however,  that  they 
on  no  account  quit  their  rooms  after  taking  the 
■powders.  Patients  more  feverely  affli&ed,  and 
who  are  confined  to  their  beds,  fhould  take  the 
dofe  in  the  morning. 

In  cafes  of  intermittent  fevers— tertians,  and 
quartans,  the  remedy  fhould  be  adminiftered 
one  hour  previous  to  tlieaccefs,  or  firft  paroxi fm 
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of  the  diforder.  If  the  fever  be  of  the  clafs  oi 
continued  intermittents,  the  remedy  fhould  be 
taken  one  hour  before  the  paroxifm,  and  re- 
peated during  the  fit,  untill  a cure  is  effe&ed.  , 
In  permanent  or  continued  fevers,  the  remedy 
fhould  be  applied  every  three  days,  as  faid  be- 
fore No . VII. 

In  convulfions,  violent  pain  and  vomiting, 
the  remedy  fhould  be  applied  as  foon  as  pcffi- 
ble  upon  the  attack  of  the  fymptoms,  whether 
thefe  originate  in  any  other  chronic  or  acute 
malady,  or  whether  in  any  morbific  ca’ufe  pe- 
culiar to  themfelves.  Where  the  firft  dofe  is 
not  fufficient  to  remove  or  allay  the  fymptoms, 
it  is  to  be  repeated  as  direfted  above,  No.  5, 
until  this  removal  (hall  be  completely  effe6ted. 

XX . This  remedy  being  in  the  form'  of  a pow- 
der, fhould  be  taken  in  a morlel  of  pafte, 
bread,  & c.  or  any  other  fubrtance  that  will 
hold  it  compa6l,  and  prevent  the  difperfion  or 
lofsofany  of  the  particles  about  the  mouth, 
&c.  It  may  alfo  be  taken  in  fruits  either 
drefied , or  raw  * 

XXI.  For  infants  as  well  as  adolfcents,  the 
dofe  of  this  remedy  fhould  be  regulated  in  the 
following  manner  : From  the  age  of  fifteen  to 
eighteen,  one  grain  and  an  half,  divided  into 
hxteen  equal  parts,  of  which  one  will  be  the 
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competent  dole  for  the  infant  ot  a year  old  ; 
thus,  for  a child  of  two  years  old,  two  fix- 
teenths,  and  fo  on  the  proportion  may  be  fol- 
lowed up  to  the  fixteenth  and  eighteenth  year, 
regulating  the  fixteenth  parts  according  to  the 
patient’s  age. 

From  the  firft  month,  till  the  infaht  is  a year 
old,  the  fixteenth  part  of  a grain  and  an  half 
is  to  be  taken,  fubdivided  into  twelve  equal 
parts,  and  of  thofe  be  adminifrered  to  the  in- 
fant, as  many  months  as  he  may  be  old. 

For  the  cure  of  diforders  in  infants,  as  well 
the  acute  as  the  chronic,  the  fame  rules  are  to 
be  obferved  as  thofe  prefcribed  for  adults, 
No.  1,  II,  IV,  and  II  and  III.

In  order  thus  to  divide  the  powders  into  ai- 
med imperceptible  portions,  it  Ihould  be  mixed 
with  fome  conferve  or  neuter  fubllance,  and 
that  divided  into  the  fixteen  dofes  ; and  then  to 
divide  one  of  thofe  fixteenlhs  into  twelve  parts,' 
which  maybe,  for  example,  the  weight  of  a 
dram  or  a fcruple,  that  may  be  mixed  agaia 
with  a fuitable  quantity  of  the  fame  conferve,' 
and  then  that  divided  in  equal  proportions — are 
of  which  may  be  given  to  a child  ol  a month  or 
fix  weeks  old.

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Koi  adults,  men  or  women,  of  corpulent  ha- 
bits, and  large  ftature,  efpecially  if  of  moift  or 
phlegmatic  conliitution,  with  the  lymphatics 
full  and  fanguine,  the  dofe  of  this  remedy  fhould 
be  inereafed  to  a grain  and  three  quarters  ; and  if 
the  ftature  of  the  patient  furpafs  ccntiderably 

the  common  fize,  the  dofe  fhould  be  raifed  to 
t’veo  grains. 


In  fome  conftitutions  of  extreme  humidity, 
or  in  cold  diforders,  fuch  as  green  ftcknefs  or 
jaundice  in  young  women,  is  frequently  re- 
quisite, though  the  ftature  or  corpulence  of  the 
patient  may  not  be  extraordinary. 


Patients  of  fmail  ftature,  are  liable  to  all 
the  above  obfervations  in  an  inverfe  ratio,  and 
lhould  be  treated  accordingly.  In  fuch  cafes, 
the  grain  and  one  quarter,  fhould  not  be  ex- 
ceeded. 


On  fome  occafions,  independent  of  the  fta- 
ture, a conftitution  exceftively  warm,  fiery, 
fanguine,  or  billious,  may  require  that  the 
dofe  be  reduced  to  a grain  and  a quarter  ; or 
inftead  of  diminifhing  the  dofe,  the  time  of  ap- 
plication may  be  prolonged  to  once  every  four

FOR  THE  CURE  OF  A CANCER,  BY

PhJogiJUc  Earth , 

XXII.  A cancer,  proceeding  from  an  inter- 
nal caufe,  is  an  incurable  chronic  malady,  for 
though  amputation  by  expert  furgeons,  has 
fometimes  been  attended  with  fuccefs  ; expe- 
rience neverthelefs  lhews,  that  the  evil  recurs 
with  even  more  violence  than  before,  and  that 
this  fort  of  operation,  is  by  no  means  a certain 
pure. 

For  a cancer,  the  patient  mult  take  the 
remedy  every  third  day?  under  the  direc- 
tions, and  with  the  precautions  prefcribed  for 
chronic  complaints,  N°.  I,  II,  III,  IV.  And 
when  the  pains  (hall  have  been  in  part  or  alto- 
gether aflfuaged,  then  we  may  venture  on  am- 
putation. 

Before  we  proceed  to  this  operation,  the  pa- 
tient Ihpuld  have  taken  thirty  or  forty  dofes  of 
the  earth,  under  the  directions  above  defcribed. 
immediately  after  the  performance  of  the  ope- 
ration, tfe  patient  Jhould  take  another  dofe, 
and  one  or  two  more  in  the  courfe  of  twenty - 
four  hours.  If  the  pain  or  convulfions  (hould 
not  be  in  a great  manner  afiuaged,  or  fhould 
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they  recur  with  violence,  the  patient  muff 
take  a third  dofe.  After  that,  he  may  conti- 
nue to  take  one  every  third  day,  till  the  cure 
fhall  be  effe£led. 

XXIII.  When  the  fird  dreffing  fhall  be  re- 
moved from  the  wound,  an  application  of  the 
earth,  without  mixture,  mud  be  made,  in  a 
quantity  fufbcient  to  cover  the  whole  furface, 
and  that  be  (continued  carefully  in  the  fame  way, 
once  a day,  till  the  wound  be  completely  cica- 
trized, which  will  take  place  in  a diort  time, 
without  leaving  room  for  the  apprehendon  of 
accident  or  further  danger;  but  it  fhould  be 
obferved,  that  in  general  the  wounds  will 
be  healed  with  a degree  of  expedition,  pro- 
portioned to  the  quantity  of  earth  employed  in 
their  daily  treatment  and  dreffing. 

XXIV.  In  purfuing  the  method  prefcribed  in 
N°.  XXI  and  XXII,  that  is  to  fay,  beginning 
with  the  application  of  the  medicine  internally, 
and  then  udng  it  internally  and  externally,  the 
cancer  may  be  cured,  even  when  it  fhall  be  in 
a date  of  very  considerable  inveteracy,  and 
amputation  may  be  reforted  to  with  confidence 
of  a cure  ; although  in  the  above  cafes,  every 
axiom  eltabliffied  in  medicine,  declares  a fuc- 
Celsful  operation  to  be  impracticable. 

In  adopting  the  ufe  of  this  remedy,  we  may 
be  confident  of  fucceeding  in  the  radical  cure* 
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although  the  cancer  be  ulcerated  and  adherent: 
except  in  cafes  of  advanced  age,  or  where  the 
glands  of  the  arm-fils  are  indurated,  adherent, 
and  violently  affe£led  with  the  fame  diforder. 
In  thofe  cafes,  the  fuccefsful  operation  is  no 
longer  practicable,  and  the  malady  can  only  be 
treated  with  palliatives, 

XXV.  The  fhlogiftic  earth  is  to  be  fuccefs- 
fully  applied,  not  only  in  acute  and  chronic 
maladies  of  every  defcription,  as  has  been 
above  afierted,  but  in  all  thofe  external  com- 
plaints, which  properly  belong  to  furgery.  Its 
efficacy  on  wounds,  fores,  ulcers  of  every 
degree  and  kind,  even  the  moll  inveterate  and 
hitherto  deemed  incurable,  is  fo  great  and  fo 
extraordinary,  that  nothing  but  experience 
and  occular  demonftration,  can  convey  an 
adequate  idea  of  it.  It  is  fufficient  to  fuggeft 
on  this  head,  that  when  the  cancer  is  moveable, 
the  earth  frequently  cures  it  without  recurrence 
to  the  operation,  merely  by  the  external  ap- 
plication of  its  fubftance,  unmixed  and  fuitable 
treatment,  with  (Confident  perfeverance. 

An  ulcer,  or  wound,  which  would  require 
fix  weeks  or  two  months  for  the  cure,  under 
a treatment  of  the  medicine  moll  in  repute, 
may  be  completely  cured  in  five;  fix,  or  eight 
days,  by  the  fhlogijiic  earth.  The  experience 
of  this  faft  was  Ihewn  at  Vienna,  on  a fervant 
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belonging  to  the  duke  of  Polignac,  lie  had  been 
two  months  under  ihe  hands  of  a furgeon, 
without  luccefs,  loi*  the  cure  ot  an  ulcer,  on 
the  tibia,  or  fhiri  bone;  the  fize  was  an  inch  ' 
in  diameter,  and  was  reduced  to  complete  ci- 
catrization in  three  days,  during  the  levers 
weather,  in  the  month  of  January. 

XXVI.  It  the  earth  be  applied  in  the  pure 
powder  to  ulcers  or  wounds,  it  operates  quicker, 
and  more  efficacioufly,  than  when  moiftened 
with  water,  or  mixed  with  any  other  fub- 
ftance.  "I  his  remedy,  however  being  dear, 
it  can  only  be  ufed  by  the  opulent,  or  in 
cafes  of  extreme  fe verity  and  danger,  in  that 
manner.

Being  fo  applied,  that  is  to 1 fay,  pure  and 
unmixed,  there  is  no  kind  of  hyperfarcofys,  or 
proud  flefhexcrecence,  vifcofity,  or  obfiriuftion 
in  an  ulcer,  which  it  does  not  refolve,  deflroy, 
and  bring  to  fuppuration  in  a very  Ihort  time, 
even  in  the  cafes  where  the  moft  powerful 
cauhic,  fitch  as  the  lapis  infernalis,  fpirit  of 
vitriol,  alums,  oil  of  camphor,  butter  of  anti- 
mony, &c»  would  have  all  failed. 

XX  VII . The  phlogtjiic  earth  is  applied  in  prure 
powder,  by  fpreading  it  over  the  whole  furface 
of  the  wound,  or  ulcer,  and  then  placing  a 
certain  quantity  on  the  lint,  which  is  to  cover 
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it.  Then  over  that  a plaifier  of  red  lead , and 
fome  lint,  for  the  gentle  compreflion  of  the 
whole,  and  to  prevent  the  adlion  of  the  air. 

XXV  III.  This  remedy  may  be  applied  to  fores 
and  ulcers,  moiftened  with  a deco&ion  of  the 
■flowers  of  hypericum,  or  of  any  other  balfamie 
Ample.  But  as  the  earth  is  in  its  nature,  indif- 
loluble  by  water,  it  mud  be  kept  continually 
flirred  in  the  fluid,  and  the  lint  well  foaked  at 
tne  time  of  its  application.  And  if  the  wound 
or  fore  be  deep,  it  muft  be  filled  up  to  the  fur- 
face  of  the  fkin,  and  then  the  ointment  applied, 
as  faid  above  in  N°  . III. 

The  earth  itfelf  may  alfo  be  applied  ex« 
ternally , in  the  form  of  an  ointment,  by 
mixing  it  with  the  beef  fuet,  or  hog’s-lard 
fiiom  the  kidneys  : and  this  not  only  for  dreffing 
and  curing  fores,  but  tor  fevere  bruifes,'  and 
contudons,  and  for  the  refolution  and  cure  of 
all  other  inveterate  diforders  of  the  fkin.  The 
efficacy  of  this  remedy  is.,  however,  always  in 
proportion  to  the  mixture  with  which  it  is  ap- 
plied, that  is.,  the  lefs  the  quantity  of  extraneous 
matter,  the  more  fpeedy  will  be  the  cure.  A 
grain  and  an  half  of  powder  will  generally  be 
fufficient  to  compofe  a medicament  of  half  an 
ounce  of  liquid,  and  even  with  two  grains,  an 
ounce  of  liquid  may  be  mixed  : but  where  we 
would  hafien  the  effect,  we  muft  proportioaably 
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reduce  the  liquid , or  inereafe  thequantity  of  pow- 
der. With  the  quantity  above  prefcribed,  the 
mod:  inveterate  and  ftubborn  ulcers  are  cured. 
The  remedy  is  to  be  applied  to  fores  and  ulcers, 
onceonly  in  twenty-four  hours  ; but  if  the  dreflf- 
ing  be  applied  twice  in  that  time  with  water,  in 
which  there  is  an  infufion  of  the  earth , that  will 
accelerate  the  cure.  When  the  balfamic  fim- 
ples  above  alluded  to  may  not  be  at  hand:  the 
powder  may  be  moidened  with  clear  water. 

XXX.  Where  the  phlogijl  ic  earth  is  applied  to 
wounds,  fores,  or  ulcers,  they  never  can  be- 
come mortal,  either  by  inflammation,  extreme 
pain,  corruption,  or  by  the  excefs  or  defeft  of 
fuppuration.  This  has  invariably  been  demon - 
ftrated  by  experience. 

In  the  application  ofthe^r//i  to  fcorbutic  and 
venereal  ulcers,  it  cicatrizes  them  completely, 
even  where  their  caufes  have  not  been  eradica- 
ted : and  in  thofe  cafes,  recourfe  mull:  be  had 
to  the  internal  application,  for  the  dedrmStion 
of  thofe  caufes. 

XXXI.  The  remedy  mull  always  be  applied 
pure,  and  without  mixture,  for  the  cure  of  a 
cancer,  efpecially  where  the  diforder  has  at- 
tacked the  lips,  the  noftrils,  or  any  other  parts 
of  the  face.  It  mud  be  applied  in  the  fame 
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fnanner  where  the  fubflanoe  of  the  bones  's  ca- 
rious  in  cancerous  ulcers,  corrolive  herpes, 
and  the  wounds  oeeafioned  by  the  extirpation 
of  the  polypus,  and  for  preventing  the  re -pro - 
chnflion  of  this  latter  diforder. 

In  applying  this  earth  to  gangrenes,  which 
take  place  in  wounds,  it  mult  be  well  moiliened 
with  w ater,  but  itill  the  latter  mult  not  be  over 
abundant  in  thefe  cafes ; the  remedy  hops  the 
gangrenous  affe&ion  in  the  courfe  of  lix 
hours,  even  when  proceeding  from  an  internal 
caufe. 


XXXII.  Ulcers  attended  with  encyfted  tu- 
mors, mult  be  treated  with  the  earth  quite 
pure,  without  any  liquid  mixture. 

XXXlll.  Many  fcorbutic  and  venereal  ul- 
cers which  are  not  deep — even  the  oorrofive 
herpes,  may  be  cured  by  the  internal  applica- 
tion only  of  this  remedy,  without  any  exter 
nal  application  whatever. 

XXXIV.  Taken  internally,  it  perfectly  re- 
lolves  all  external  tumors,  hot  or  cold,  without 
the  neceffity  of  external  application,  provided 
that  it  be  applied  before  the  ruptureof  the  vef- 
fels,  and  that  no  extravafation  hath  taken  place. 
It  has  the  fame  effeft  on  the  king’s  evil,  the 
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fellin' us,  and  even  on  eneyfte  i tumors,  if  taken 
at  an  early  period  of  their  exigence. 

XXX\  . By  the  internal  application  only  of 
this  remedy,  all  external  tumors,  hot  or  cold, 
not  excepting  the  encyfled,  are  brought  to  per- 
fect fuppuration . without  the  neceffity  of  any 
external  application. 


DIRECTIONS  and  RULES 

For  the  Application  of 

The  Plilogijtic  Earth , hi  Organic  Di for ders . 

XX XV  I.  Incurable  organic  di forders,  which 
can  only  be  treated  with  palliatives,  have  all 
their  fymptoms  affuaged  and  diminifhed  by 
this  remedy  ; the  moll  potent  of  all  poffible 
palliations,  fince  it  calms,  and  totally  removes 
pain,  cough,  vomiting,  eonvulfions,  diarrhea, 
fvvearing,  gleets,  hemorrhages:  infomuch,  that 
although  thefe  organic  diforders,  are  in  their 
nature  incurable,  it  may  prolong  life  many 
■days — fometimes  months — and  even  feverai 
years. 

XXXVII.  Infomeof  thefe  organic  diforders 
deemed  incurable,  as  for  example,  heSlics , the 
efficacy  of  the  earth  is  fuch,  that  it  may'’  fome- 
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times  render  the  palliative  a radical 
'which,  however,  in  filch  a cafe  would  happen, 
■contrary  to  all  expeftation,  and  without  it* 
being  poiiible  to  prefcribe  any  rule  or  inllrue- 
tion  on  the  fubjeft.  Thole  cafes  of  phtifis 
where  the  palliative  treatment  may  become  a 
radical  cure,  are  fuch  as  are  fyraptomatic,  and 
proceed  from  other  previous  maladies  : fuch  as 
fcorbutic  and  venereal  phtifis,  and  thofe  which 
originate  in  acute  diforders,  where  the  crifishas 
not  been  complete,  and  the  peccant  matter  has 
been  thrown  upon  forae  ol  the  nobler  and  vital 
parts. 

XXXVIII.  The  operation  of  this  earth  on  the 
adherent  cancer  is  fo  powerful,  that  in  many 
cafes,  all  pain  is  completely  removed  by  its  in- 
ternal application  only  ; it  removes  pain  alfo,  if 
the  ufe  oi  it  be  continued  in  ulcers  of  the  womb, 
where  opium  in  the  ftrongefl:  dofes  may  have 
entirely  failed.  There  are  cafes  wherein  this 
remedy  effe&s  a radical  cure  of  an  ulcer  in  the 
womb,  attended  with  hemorrhages,  as  well  as 
of  ulcers  in  the  internes,  or  in  the  external 
paflfage  of  the  womb.  With  regard  to  the  male 
fex,  it  may  cure  inveterate  ulcers,  proceeding 
from  gonorrheas  of  the  third  and  fourth  degree, 
Situated  either  in  the  urethra,  in  the  neck  of  the 

bladder,  in  the  proflrates,  or  the  cowperian 

glands. 
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X X X I X . The  rule  to  be  obferved  for  the’ ap"'-* 
plication  of  this  earth  in  the  palliative  treatment 
of  organic  diforders,  is  the  fame  as  that  pre- 
scribed above  No.  I,  II,  1IJ,  IV,  for  chronic, 
and  No.  Ill,  V,  VI,  for  acute  diforders.  The 
dofe  mud  be  encreafed  *and  repeated  when  ne- 
cefTary,  efpecially  where  the  complaint  is  at- 
tended with  violent  convulfions,  vomiting,  and 
extreme  pain. 

XL.  In  the  palliative  cure  of  the  adherent 
fcancer  in  the  bread,  when  the  pain  lias  been  to 
a certain  degree  afluaged,  and  the  humors  cor- 
rected, which  in  general  cannot  take  place  Till 
after  the  application  of  the  remedy  twenty  or 
thirty  times,  it  mult  be  continued  to  be  taken 
twice  a week  only.  If  the  patient  is  in  a condi- 
tion to  live  a year  and  a half,  without  counting 
from  the  beginning  of  the  applications,  thefe 
mult  be  reduced  to  once  in  four  days,  and  if  the 
fhould  hold  out  beyond  two  years,  the  appli- 
cation once  in  five  will  be  fufficient : and  fi- 
nally, once  a week,  fhould  the  patient  furvive 
feveral  years. 

When  perfons,  laboring  under  organic  difor- 
ders, are  attacked  by  other  maladies,  indepen- 
dent of  the  former,  the  application  of  the 
•remedy  mult  be  made  conformably  to  the 
inftruCtions,  prescribed  for  the  treatment  of  the 
latter  complaints,  and  when  thefe  fhall  be  re- 
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moved,  the  regimen  relative  to  the  former  is  to 
be  refumed. 

Though  organic  diforders,  which  injure  the 
yifcera,  or  parts  effeitfial  to  the  functions  pf 
life,  by  afife&ing  thofe  vifceras  with  callofity, 
fchirrus,  or  cancer,  or  with  very  inveterate 
ulcers,  and  deftru&ive  fuppurations,  fuch  as 
I have  before  fiated  to  be  exceptions  to  the 
general  rule  of  cure,  of  all  chronic  maladies. 
I yef  feel  myfelf  juftified  in  affirming,  that 
many  of  thefe  very  organic  complaints,  fo  af- 
feting  the  vifcera,  and  nobler  parts,  may  be 
radically  cured  by  the  confiant  and  perfevering 
application  of  the  phlogiftic  earth.  I could  cite 
here  many  cafes  of  thefe  particular  cures, 
fome  of  them  certainly  of  a molt  extraordinary 
nature,  performed  by  this  remedy,  in  Italy, 
and  Germany,  as  well  as  in  England.  I com- 
pute, from  an  approximated  ftatemeqt,  found- 
ed on  long  experiences,  that  the  cure  of  ra- 
ther more  than  one  half  the  number  of  fuch 
diforders,  to  which  the  earth  is  applied,  may  be 
confidently  relied  on.  The  porportion  refults 
as  five  to  ten,  in  general  it  is  true,  but  under 
favorable  circumftances;  it  is  frequently,  as 
feven,  and  even  eight  to  ten. 

By  the  timely  application  of  the  earth , life 
will  in  all  cafes,  be  at  leaft  prolonged,  and 
with  the  diminution  of  thofe  difirefimg  fymp- 
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;toms,  which  are  inevitably  attended  with  de- 
jection, univerfal  debility,  and  eventually  ter" 
minate  in  dcftrudion , 

It  mu  ft  be  allowed,  that  the  prefervation  of 
the  lives  of  even  five  out  of  ten,  but  more  fo 
of  feven  or  eight  out  of  ten  patients,  who 
would  other  wife  inevitably  pevith.  By  fuch 
inveterate  organic  diforders,  is  a very  extraor- 
dinary attainment,  and  furely  claims  the  at- 
tention of  every  individual,  who  fhal!  have 
the  opportunity  of  being  acquainted  with  this 
publication. 

Thofe  organic  maladies,  of  which  fome  thing 
more  than  one  half  the  number  undertaken, 
may  be  confidently  expeCted  to  be  cured, 
even  to  the  proportion  of  fix,  feven,  and  eight, 
to  ten,  are  all  fchirrus  complaints  of  the  me- 
fentery — of  the  liver — and  of  the  vifcera  of 
the  lower  belly — of  the  uterus,  and  the  other 
organs  of  generation  in  both  fexes — the  com- 
mencement of  phtifig,  and  every  fymptomatic 
phtifis  proceeding  from  the  effects  of  other 
diforders — and  finally,  the  cancerous  ulcer  of 
the  uterus,  or  any  other  exulcerated  cancer 
of  the  fame  part,  even  if  attended  with  vio- 
lent hemorhagies. 

Thofe  rather  more  unpromifing  in  their  na 
tures,  that  is  to  lay,  ot  which  the  halt,  pr 
fome  thing  Ids  may  be  cxpeded  to  be  cuied, 
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nrc  pluif'S,  originating  from  the  liremoptoes, 
and  already  advanced  to  the  Jaft  ftage  by  ex- 
cetiive  perforation,  total  emaciation,  and  in- 
cefiant  diarrhea— cancera ted  ulcers  in  the  in- 
teliines— cancers  attacking  the  fubliance  of 
tlie  ftomach,  and  irrtefiines  attended  with  ca- 
nine appetite  and  vomiting — a very  rare  cafe 
indeed,  and  ultimately,  cancers  of  the  uterus 
not  exuleerated. 


(«)  In  the  few  favourable  days  of  Auguft  and  September, 
I796*  1 have  never  Seen  able  with  a 12  inch  burning  giafs,  by 
means  of  the  folar  heai  at  London,  to  melt  lead,  which  requires  a 
dTjtr  degree  o,  ieat  than  any  other  metal ; and  wnfi  the  lame  glals, 
I Was  afterwards  able  to  melt  completely,  and  vitnfy  jixed  phiogif, 
tie  earth , which  does  not  melt,  nbr  vitrify  at  a reverberating  tire  of 
a furnace,  for  vitrification,  nor  kept  in  an  earthen  letott  in  a Hove,

Regret  of  force  lor  melting  iron,  as  was  done  at  Berlin,  wutiout

h.s  is  not  the  place  for  explaining  the  reafon  of  this  phenomenon 
w-  ich  1 intend  doing  at  another  opp  >nunity.  Being  at  Berlin  on 
t e 17-h  of  Augufi,  1734,  I fuomiued  to  a public  analyfis  the  phlo- 
gdtic  earth  in  the  Royal  Elaboratory  near  tne  palace,  to  the  cele. 
ra  e Klaproth  and  He rmbstaeds,  in  the  prefence  of  the 
Baton  de  Rede,  then  Envoy  from  the  United  Provinces,  of  xJr. 

ellisson,  of  Berlin,  and  Monfieur  Rosfnstiel,  Pnvy 
Counfellor  for  the  Department  of  Mines ; in  the  analyhs  were  dif- 
covered  the  properue,  mentioned  at  No  r,  2,  3.  4,  and 

ethers  by  the  muture  of  feverai  fubflancc,  which  I fhall  omit  re. 
Jating,  , ; 
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As  Doflor  Della  L’s  memorial  had  been  very  politely  re- 
ceived by  the  prefident  of  the  Medical  Society,  he  could  not 
doubt  ihat  his  proppfal  was  accepted,  or  that  the  experiments  he 
wifhed  to  ffiew,  would  be  quickly  made:  but  having  been  ad- 
mitted to  vifit  the  hofpitsl,  Dotior  H.  undeceived  him,  by  infor- 
mation that  the  fociety  had  refufed  their  confent  to  making  any 
public  experiment  on  the  patients  under  cure.  Doftor  L.  upon 
this,  informed  Doflor  H.  that  as  his  hay  in  London  was  to  be  but 
fhort,  he  would  intrull  a quantiiy  of  fhlogiflic  earth  with  him, 
for  the  cure  of  any  of  the  mofl  defperate  maladies ; and  in  order 
that  the  experiment  fhould  he  properly  made,  he  would  remain  till 
its  conclufion,  inftnitting,  and  duelling  Doflor  H.  in  the  appli- 
cation and  ufe  of  the  remedy,  for  every  polfible  cafe.  To  ob- 
viate ail  doubt  refperling  ihe  identity  of  the  earth,  and  the  cer- 
tain  v of  its  efficacy  in  the  cure,  without  the  affifiance  of  any  other 
means,  he  propofed  10  depotite  it  with  any  confidential  third  perfon 
who  might  occafionally  deliver  it  for  application  to  the  patients, 
pn  whom  the  experiments  fhould  he  tried.  Now,  Dptior  Li 
perceiving  that  D<  £1  or  H.  entertained  an  idea  that  the  earth  pro- 
bably contained  fome  portion  of  Mercury,  offered  to  fubmit  it  to 
the  tell  of  the  ftrorgell  heat  of  a reverberating  or  vitrifying  fur- 
nace, to  which  it  fhould  be  expofed,  for  the  fpace  of  forty  days, 
in  order  to  remove  all  doubts  of  its  containing  the  lead  panicle  of 
that  mineral.  He  even  propofed,  that  the  lame  eafth,  which  had 
undergone  this  unheard  of  and  extraordinary  trial,  fhould  be  ad- 
mimflered  to  the  patiems  with  equal  affuiance  of  the  certainty  of 
its  efficacy  in  effethng  the  propofed  cures: — 1 his  difeourfe,  and 
offer,  took  place  the  fame  morning  on  which  Doftor  L.  firlt  vt- 
fited  the  hofpital.  While  Doctor  L.  remained  alone  in  a room, 
in  Dot  lor  H’s.  houfe,  Dotflor  H.  was  joined  in  another  apart- 
ment, by  two  phyftcians,  to  whom  it  feems  he  related  the  pro- 
pofal  jull  made,  of  fubmitting  the  medicine  to  the  trial  of  the  re- 
verberatory furnace,  and  afieiwaids  performing  fuch  and  fuch 
cures  wuh  it,  alking  them  what  they  thought  of  futh  a medicine. 
Doflor  L.  ffiough  then  but  little  acquainted  with  the  language, 
overheard,  and  diflinflly  underflood,  that  the  principal  part  of 
their  reply  was —“quack!  quack!  quack  /”  and  when  Doctor  H. 
returned,  told  him  in  French,  with  feme  degree  of  warmth,  what 
he  had  thus  overheard,  and  that  he  felt  he  had  juff  as  good  a right 
jo  retort  upon  them  the  terms — “ charlatans  and  ignorants ,”  as 
they  had  to  tile  the  indecent  language,  to  which  he  had  been  a 
witnef',  fincc  they  contemptuoufly  refufed  to  try  an  experiment 
on  a medicine,  fait ly  offered,  by  a profeflional  man  like  thcmtelves, 
yyjio  model)  ly  lubmitted  his  difeovery  to  dieir  mfpeaion,  by  an 
experiment  the  moll  decilive  and  convincing  ever  made  from  the 
beginning  of  the  wot  Id,  and  who  had  employed  a long  life  in 
chymicaf  and  medicinal  purluits,  not  for  mere  amufement,  but  the 
benefit  of  bis  fellow-creatures.
